K eshav Jiwnani, better known in 
San Francisco as DJ KJ, the man 
who rules the turntables at Pink 
Saturday and Halloween in the Cas¬ 
tro, and at vari¬ 
ous Civic Cen¬ 
ter stages at 
Gay Pride cele¬ 
brations, was 
born gay and of 
Indian/Hindu 
descent in 
mostly Muslim 
Karachi, Pak¬ 
istan, some 34 
years ago. Hin¬ 
dus make up —- 

less than 1 percent of the population 
of Pakistan, and hostilities between 
Muslims and 4iiftdus, as witnessed by 
the recent nuclear saber rattling be¬ 
tween Pakistan and India, are at an 
all-time high. Being both gay and 
Hindu in Muslim Pakistan put KJ in a 
situation of double jeopardy early on 
in life. 

“I knew I was gay as a little child, 9, 
10 or 11,” said KJ. “At first it was just 
childhood curiosity, but then I started 
hearing gandoo - ‘fag’ in Urdu - said 
to my face.” 

To say the least, being openly gay 
was never an option for him in

T ens of thousands of people marched 
for peace and rallied against war on 
Iraq in San Francisco on Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 16. During the rally, a breakaway 
group of about 1,000 protesters snaked 
through the downtown area and skirmished 
with police; about 50 people were arrested. 

By the announced 1 p.m. starting time of 
the rally, Market Street was already filled 
from the Embarcadero to Civic Center Plaza. 
Police put the crowd at 200,000, while orga¬ 
nizers claimed a quarter million. 

Bay Area LGBT activists numbered in the 
hundreds as they participated in the day’s 
events. Among the hundreds of marching 
contingents was the Out Against the War 
Coalition, comprised of about 300 people. 
The contingent included the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club, Lesbian and Gay In¬ 
surrection, Queers Undermining Israeli 
Tyranny, and members of the LGBT Pride 
Committee. Kate Raphael, a member of 
LAGAI and QUIT who recently returned 
from Palestine, spoke at the opening rally at 
the Embarcadero. 

“It was a weekend of the whole world say¬ 
ing no to Bush’s war, and I am proud that 
queers were visible among those who sent 
that message to the White House,” said ac¬ 
tivist Tommi Avicolli Mecca. 

The march concluded a global weekend of 
antiwar activities that began in Australia last 
Friday. An estimated 500,000 people marched 
in Berlin, 750,000 in London, and 1 million 
in Rome. One of the largest U.S. events took 
place Saturday in New York City; an estimat¬ 
ed 200,000 protesters held a rally near the 
United Nations after police denied a permit 
to march. San Francisco’s march was moved 
to Sunday to accommodate Saturday’s Chi¬ 
nese New Year’s Parade. 

Sunday’s breakaway march included 
members of the anarchist Black Bloc and the 
radical queer group Gay Shame, but - at

Ark House readies 
to leave Castro home

A s residents of Ark House, a Castro- 
based transitional housing program 
for homeless queer youth, prepare to 
move next month, the program’s fu¬ 
ture is in question. 

Due to the pending move, the program 
stopped accepting new clients late last year 
and is cutting its capacity from 15 to nine 
beds. The program will also have its budget 
cut in half due to its relocation to a tempo¬ 
rary facility on Fell Street near Golden Gate 
Park’s panhandle. 

The changes are “going to impact future 
prospective residents instead of current resi¬ 
dents,” said Eric Politzer, director of youth 
programs and special projects for Ark of 
Refuge, a nonprofit contracted by the city’s 
health department to oversee the housing 
program. “Basically what is going to happen 
is a number of current residents will be grad¬ 
uating from the program at the time of the 
move. It will not impact any current individ¬ 
uals who are part of the program.” 

The program’s downsizing is only tempo¬ 
rary, said Politzer. While it cannot help as 
many homeless queer youth as it would like, 
the agency is committed to maintaining the 
services it provides, he said. 

“Everybody has had to tighten their belts,” 
Politzer said. “This does limit in the short 
term some of the options but we do expect 
funding to return at some point. The idea is 
to find the most appropriate site and worry 
about the finances at that point.” 

Finding a permanent location for Ark 
House is of utmost concern to the program’s 
supporters. Currently housed in the former 
City Athletic Club at 2500 Market Street, the 
program’s administrators agreed to move out 
by April of this year as a compromise to near¬ 


by residents, who were wary of the program’s 
impact on their neighborhood. Ark of Refuge 
and city officials have been searching for a 
permanent home for the facility practically 
from the moment it opened its doors two 
years ago. 

“This has always been an issue of great con¬ 
cern for me. Knowing we had specifically two 
years on the lease at the Castro location, we 
have been looking for the next site ever since,” 
said state Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco), who championed the project while 
on the city’s Board of Supervisors. “And just 
prior to leaving City Hall, I was meeting with 
Eric and the folks from Ark of Refuge and they 
are very interested in incorporating a perma¬ 
nent home for this program in a project their

Y ;jP he prosecution’s star witness 
in the Gwen Araujo killing 
8 took the stand Wednesday, 
February 19 and finally made 
public the details of Araujo’s final 
hours before her brutal murder 
on October 4. 

Araujo was born Edward but 
identified and lived as a woman 

Four defendants, Jason 
Cazares, 22, Michael Magidson, 
22, Jose Merel, 23, and Jaron 
Nabors, 19, are charged with mur¬ 
der and a hate crime enhance¬ 
ment. All four have pleaded not 
guilty to the charges. 

Nicole Brown testified that at 
about 3:30 or 4 a.m., after a night 
of drinking and “partying,” she 
and then-boyfriend Paul Merel 
went to bed, leaving the four de¬ 
fendants and Araujo, whom they 
knew as “Lida,” alone in the 
kitchen of the Merels’ Newark 
house. She said that about half an 
hour later, she was awakened by 


shouting from the kitchen. 

When she went into the 
kitchen, Brown related, she found 
the four defendants still with 
Araujo. 

“I see Jose screaming in Lida’s 
face, she’s in the corner, two inch¬ 
es from the wall.” 

“He’s screaming, ‘Are you a 
man or a woman?”’ Brown testi¬ 
fied. 

The questioning, Brown said, 
went on for five minutes. 

“How would you describe the 
tone?” asked prosecutor Connie 
Campbell. 

“Angry,” answered Brown. 

From the witness stand, Brown 
said that Araujo kept her head 
down the entire time that Jose 
Merel was shouting at her. 

“She just kept her head down 
-the whole time?” asked prosecutor 
Campbell. 

“Correct,” replied Brown. 

Brown said she questioned the 
defendants. “Why are you guys 
asking her this?” 

Finally, however, Brown said 


Magidson took Araujo into the 
bathroom. 

“He said he was going to take 
her in the bathroom and find out 
if she’s a man or a woman,” Brown 
said. 

“Did she resist,” asked Camp¬ 
bell. 

“No,” replied Brown. 

“Mike was in the bathroom 
with Lida for 30 to 45 minutes,” 
Brown related. 

During that time, the other 
three defendants and Brown 
talked about their relationships 
with Araujo. 

Jose Merel admitted he had 
had sex with Araujo. 

“He had a sexual relationship 
with Lida,” Brown said. 

“What kind?” prosecutor 
Campbell asked. 

“Anal sex,” Brown answered. 

“What words did he use?” 
Campbell asked. 

“He said, ‘I had sex in her 
bootie,”’ Brown answered.

I n a snafu just days before his 
official campaign kickoff for 
mayor, San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano had to shut 
down part of his Web site last 
weekend after it was reported that 
several people listed as endorsers 
had not in fact endorsed him. 

Ammiano was scheduled to 
host his kickoff Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 19. 

Ammiano’s campaign Web site 
had falsely listed Supervisor Aaron 
Peskin, Richard Ow, BART direc¬ 
tor Tom Radulovich, Supervisor 
Sophie Maxwell, Health Director 
Mitch Katz, and former Assessor 
Doris Ward as endorsers of Am¬ 
miano’s candidacy for mayor. 

The San Francisco Examiner 
first reported the story in its Feb¬ 
ruary 17 edition. 

According to the Examiner re¬ 
port, the campaign quickly pulled 
the offending Web page, but not 
before it had raised the hackles of 


the prominent politicos who had 
been listed. Ammiano campaign 
manager Bob Henderson said that 
the problem was that campaign 
volunteers hadn’t understood that 
donors to a campaign and en¬ 
dorsers are not the same thing. 

“It was simple matter of not 
understanding the difference be¬ 
tween a donor list and an endors¬ 
er’s list,” said Henderson. 

According to Henderson, most 
had donated money to the cam¬ 
paign, but had not made their en¬ 
dorsement commitments in the 
mayor’s race. It is common prac¬ 
tice for an individual to contribute 
to several campaigns, said Univer¬ 
sity of California Berkeley politi¬ 
cal science Professor Bruce Cain, 
but an endorsement, “is the next 
step.” 

The fracas is eerily reminiscent 
of a dustup involving defeated As¬ 
sembly candidate Harry Britt, 
whose campaign - which was 
backed by Ammiano - made a 
similar mistake in January 2002 
and erroneously listed several 


donors as endorsers, including 
then-Assessor Ward. 

“When there’s an error, you 
move fast and take care of it, and 
that’s what we’ve done,” Ammiano 
said. 

At this point, Ammiano’s shoe¬ 
string campaign has only one and 
a half employees, and has raised 
just $53,000 compared to rival 
candidate Supervisor Gavin New¬ 
som’s $573,000. 

“Just about 11 times as much,” 
Henderson noted of Newsom’s 
campaign war chest. 

But in a poll commissioned by 
the Committee on Jobs, a pro¬ 
business lobbying group, and 
leaked to media outlets this week, 
while Newsom pulled 36 percent 
support among the 500 respon¬ 
dents, Ammiano managed 21 per¬ 
cent. Former Supervisor Angela 
Alioto drew 13 percent and Board 
of Equalization Chair Carole 
Migden was fourth with 9 percent. 
City Treasurer Susan Leal and for¬ 
mer Police Chief Tony Ribera tied 
at 4 percent each.T 
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Community silent as 
Thomas White faces 
child sex charges

iting the American legal tra¬ 
dition of due process, most 
LGBT and community 
groups this week were reluctant to 
comment on the February 11 ar¬ 
rest of local gay businessman and 
philanthropist Thomas Frank 
White, who was picked up last 
week in Thailand on Mexican 
charges of alleged child sexual 
abuse, child prostitution, and pro¬ 
viding drugs to children. White 
also faces a civil suit in San Fran¬ 
cisco filed by a man who claims 
that White sexually abused him 
when he was 17 years old. 

White, 68, has denied the 
charges, and phone calls to his at¬ 
torney Nanci Clarence seeking 
comment were not returned to 
the Bay Area Reporter by press 
time. But earlier statements from 
friends in articles published in the 
San Francisco Chronicle insist the 
charges are based on prejudice to¬ 
ward gays, and others have em¬ 
phasized the good deeds White 
has done with his money, which 
include building schools, labs, and 
recreation centers here and 
abroad. A $250,000 donation 
from White, in fact, went to the 
new LGBT Community Center in

San Francisco. 

Because the investigation is still 
pending, LGBT center Executive 
Director Brian Cheu said there are 
no plans to take any action with 
White’s donation, which has thus 
far been used to hold a space for a 
not-yet-realized cafe in the build¬ 
ing. 

But the charges may, at the 
very least, promote a dialogue 
within the community, both 
about the unfair pedophilia stig¬ 
ma sometimes attached to gays, as 
well as the very real practice of 


some gays who choose to engage 
in sex with minors for money. 

Many people already don’t 
wish to acknowledge the differ¬ 
ence between those who choose 
prostitution, and minors who 
must have survival sex in order to 
meet basic needs, creating a power 
imbalance that many child welfare 
advocates believe cannot be con¬ 
strued as consent. 

But not having the dialogue 
won’t make it go away, as a city 
coalition can attest with a new 
program aimed at stopping the 
exploitation of local young people 
(see story below). 

Likewise, while the unfair gay 
pedophilia stigma has not come 
up as a significant issue for his or¬ 
ganization, said Rocky Morrison, 
executive director of the Our 
Family Coalition, “certainly with 
all the stereotypes thrown in our 
faces, it seems like something our 
community could address, al¬ 
though I don’t know who would 
take the lead on that.” 

The challenge may be, in the 
midst of cases like White’s, to cre¬ 
ate a dialogue that does not stig¬ 
matize or favor one group of gays 
over the other, and that acknowl¬ 
edge both the prejudices and 
problems inherent to some sex 
practices. T 


City coalition tackles 
child exploitation

an Francisco’s runaways - 
which include a large popu¬ 
lation of LGBT youth 
and/or kids from abusive homes - 
often find that they have very few 
options for work and shelter in 
the city. 

So when these.minors turn to 
sex work in exchange for money, 
housing, or other needs, advo¬ 
cates working for a coalition to 
end youth exploitation are em¬ 


phasizing that such kids are not 
“child prostitutes” - but rather, 
child victims, who are not choos¬ 
ing a trade but simply trying to 
survive. 

The End Youth Exploitation 
Task Force, created by the Board 
of Supervisors last year and made 
up of city service providers and 
philanthropists, estimates that up 
to 3,000 young girls - some as 
young as 10 years old - are forced 
to work in the sex trades in San 
Francisco. 

“They are raped, beaten, 


drugged, and shackled by adults,” 
said a statement from the San 
Francisco Foundation, a member 
of the task force that has taken the 
lead in trying to raise funds for a 
program to help such children. 
“Many are residents of our neigh¬ 
borhoods - the Mission, Bayview 
Hunters Point, Polk Street corri¬ 
dor, and Tenderloin. These youth, 
some of whom are runaways, 
some who live in abusive families, 
out of desperation trade sex to 
meet survival needs for food and

‘No Secret Anymore’ premiere 
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City’s response to staph 
infections draws fire

T he city’s response to reports 
of a drug resistant skin in¬ 
fection among gay men 
came under attack this week dur¬ 
ing a public forum about the re¬ 
cent outbreak seen in San Francis¬ 
co and Los Angeles. 

Since last summer doctors 
throughout California have re¬ 
ported cases of methicillin-resis- 
tant Staphylococcus aureus 
(MSRA) among their gay patients. 
After news accounts of the infec¬ 
tions hit earlier this month, doc¬ 
tors across the country have 
begun reporting they also have 
seen cases of MSRA in their gay 
patients. 

This particularly virulent drug 
resistant staph infection is not 
treatable with common antibi¬ 
otics, and if not tended to correct¬ 
ly, can quickly become a serious 
health threat. At issue is how the 


Department of Public Health 
plans to track the number of drug 
resistant staph infections and how 
much of a concern the outbreak is 
to the gay community. 

Some of the more than 150 
people in attendance at the forum 
Tuesday, February 18 criticized 
health officials and the media for 
presenting the infections as an¬ 
other so-called gay disease. 

“Clearly part of the reason 
some of us are here tonight is the 
media lead people to believe this 
was another health threat to the 
gay community,” said Steven Tier¬ 
ney, the city’s director of HIV pre¬ 
vention. “Everyone is at risk. This 
is not just a challenge to the MSM 
[men who have sex with men] 
community, it affects all commu¬ 
nities.” 

For more than two decades, 
health officials have monitored 
MSRA infections among high 
school athletes, Alaskan natives, 
prison inmates, hospital workers, 


and injection drug users. Some 
men in attendance questioned 
why health officials now seemed 
focused solely on gay men. 

“Is there staph or is there gay 
staph? This is how HIV got out of 
control,” said Anthony, who iden¬ 
tified himself as an advocate and 
didn’t give his last name. “If this is 
not a new resistant strain and its 
been in hospitals for 20 years, we 
don’t need to start interviewing 
gay men in San Francisco who 
happen to be in more hot sweaty 
places than the rest of Americans.” 

Determining precisely how 
many gay men have MSRA poses a 
challenge to health officials because 
many doctors fail to recognize the 
staph infection nor are they re¬ 
quired to report the cases. Also, 
faced with overseeing the city’s 
bioterrorism efforts and growing 
budget constraints, the city’s health 
official in charge of dealing with 
disease control said there is only so

war efforts as demonstrative of its 
ability to build diverse coalitions. 
Global issues such as the impend¬ 
ing war in Iraq and the erosion of 
civil liberties under the Bush ad¬ 
ministration will remain an im¬ 
portant focus for the Milk Club. 

“We face an incredibly difficult 
year. Republicans control the 
House, the Senate, and White 
House. Bush is leading our coun¬ 
try into a war that will irrevocably 
worsen the situation in the Mid¬ 
dle East. The club needs to stand 
in solid opposition to war with 
Iraq, marching, writing letters, 
calling our representatives, and 
adding its voice to the growing 
chorus of activists demanding a 
peaceful solution,” said Haaland. 

Labor leader and community 
activist Wallace, according to the 
Milk Club, will continue his ef¬ 
forts in organizing against the war, 
and Asis, who has promised to

f im Reid was wearing a dark 
gray suit and carrying a case 
that at first glance distin¬ 
guished him from many of the 
riders on the 49 Muni line. 

The division quickly dissipat¬ 
ed, however, once Reid opened his 
mouth and extended his hand, 
making his way to the back of the 
bus. 

“Hi, my name is Jim Reid, and 
I’m running for mayor,” said the 
openly gay independent, giving 
out a business card with a con¬ 
densed version of his political 
platform printed on the back. 

“Elect a blue-collar mayor,” 
said the card, “who will lead by his 
actions, not just by talk and 
promises; build an extraordinary 
public transit system; build hous¬ 
ing that all San Francisco residents 
can afford; develop a homeless so¬ 
lution that works; serve the needs 
of working class people; educate 
our children for 21st century jobs; 
support a proper municipal utili¬ 
ty district.” 

It was 10:30 a.m. on Friday, 
February 14, and the riders could 
not have been happier to have 
something to read. Some of them, 
who had been occupying them¬ 
selves with billboards and the 
back of heads, were more than 
eager to engage in conversation. 

“Hi, Jim Reid. You’re running 
for mayor,” said a woman as she 
took his card. 

“Jim Reid,” her toddler daugh¬ 
ter cooed from the seat next to 
her. “Mayor.” 

It was the third day of Reid’s 
200-day bus tour of San Francisco, 
a strategy he has devised to meet 
voters, with a goal of introducing 
himself to 1,000 people a day. 

“There are enough voters on 
Muni to elect the next mayor three 
times over,” Reid told the Bay Area 
Reporter , estimating that about 
73,000 votes will determine the 
winner of the election in Novem¬ 
ber 2003. By Reid’s calculations, 
he will have met 200,000 of these 
voters by the end of this run, a 
number he ensures each day by 
starting with 1,000 business cards, 
and disembarking for the evening 
only when the cards are gone. 

“Hey aren’t you the guy that’s 
trying to be mayor?” asked a 
teenage girl sitting in the back 
with her friend. Reid answered af¬ 
firmatively. 

“No shit!” she yelled, offering a 
complicated handshake that Reid 
said she’ll have to teach him how 
to do properly. “You gonna legal¬ 
ize marijuana?” 

“I voted for it,” said Reid, refer¬ 
ring to his position on Proposi¬ 
tion 215, the medical marijuana 
initiative that California voters 
passed in 1996. 


“Fuck yeah, I’m voting for Jim 
Reid,” said the girl. 

Her friend was more skeptical. 

“What are you going to do as 
mayor?” she asked, and Reid said 
that he’d like to house the home¬ 
less, which is a major issue in his 
campaign. Although he generally 
makes a distinction between those 
who want housing and “bums” that 
choose to live on the street, Reid is 
serious about the issue, and his in¬ 
famous 100-square foot “Shel- 
terOne,” a tiny but well-equipped 
house that he built to prove that 
housing could be small and afford¬ 
able, is currently being raffled by 
Reid to help fund his race. 

“I have hella family that are 
homeless,” the girl replied. “What 
about the people that don’t have 
homes but want them?” 

The bus neared the City Hall 
stop, where Reid usually gets off. 
“That’s my home phone number 
on the card; call me,” Reid told the 
girl as he stepped out the door. 

“I want to become a cult figure, 
someone that people recognize 
and look forward to seeing,” said 
Reid as he waited for the next bus. 

“Hi Jim!” honked a passing 
driver, already helping to fulfill 
Reid’s desired status. 

At the stop, Rachel Gordon, a 
reporter for the San Francisco 
Chronicle, approached and intro¬ 
duced herself. She wants to follow 
Reid on his bus rides, she said, but 
not until he starts to get tired of 
them. Reid is still in the phase of 
the journey that he calls “exhila¬ 
rating.” 

Reid boarded the 47-Van Ness 
bus and continued the routine, 
then got off after a few blocks, 
hoping to find a less crowded ve¬ 
hicle. 

“Mr. Reid...” came a call from a 
woman on the street behind him. 
“I have two minutes. Tell me a lit¬ 
tle bit about what you stand for.” 

They talked. She nodded, and 
was pleased when he informed her 


that he does not drive a gas-pow¬ 
ered car. 

“I got a vote out of that one,” 
smiled Reid, proving to himself 
that this nearly seven-month ad¬ 
venture is more than just a pub¬ 
licity stunt. Not that there’s any¬ 
thing wrong with those. 

“During the last mayor’s race, 
I knew I didn’t have a chance at 
winning, so I climbed atop of the 
largest billboard along a freeway 
exit and held a giant pink slip for 
Mayor Willie Brown,” said Reid. “I 
had done stunts before, but that 
one may have hurt me. Now peo¬ 
ple think I’m a little bit crazy.” 

In his past attempts at winning 
public office, Reid has spent sev¬ 
eral nights in homeless shelters; 
driven his electric car through the 
city; and towed his ShelterOne 
house to display at City Hall, re¬ 
ceiving numerous traffic viola¬ 
tions in the process. But those 
weren’t stunts, said Reid, those 
were genuine efforts to practice 
what he stands for. 

On the bus ride back down¬ 
town, Reid greeted an Asian man 
and asked him if he spoke Chi¬ 
nese, hoping to give him one of 
his translated business cards. 

“Leave me alone!” screamed 
the man, and Reid continued to¬ 
ward the back of the bus. A scowl¬ 
ing teenage boy took his card, but 
wouldn’t look him in the eye. Reid 
met a few other voters, then sat 
down to rest. 

“Hey man,” the scowling 
teenager, now with a neutral face, 
called out to Reid. “Good luck on 
your election.” 

It was time once again to get 
off and board another bus. 

“I actually believe,” said Reid, 
“that I’m going to win.” T

criminatory policies, such as the 
call-in registration system, likened 
America’s current treatment of its 
Arab residents to the profiling of 
Japanese during World War II. 

“Race, ethnicity, and religion are 
not grounds for suspicion,” he said. 

But issues also resonate on a 
local level, said Haaland, and club 
member Daisy Anarchy has 
agreed to re-establish the sex 
workers caucus, while Dion 


Manly, former president of FTM 
International, has agreed to form 
a transgender caucus that will 
host educational forums and par¬ 
ticipate in direct actions. 

Additionally, said Haaland, the 
Milk Club hopes to host a com¬ 
munity dialogue between mem¬ 
bers of Gay Shame and Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom; several Gay 
Shame demonstrators were al¬ 
legedly beaten and arrested by po¬ 
lice earlier this month in a protest 
against Newsom during a 
fundraiser at the LGBT Center. 

“While there may be members 


of our community who support 
Gavin Newsom for mayor, they 
should not look the other way when 
there is police brutality just because 
they support Gavin,” said a state¬ 
ment from Haaland’s recent report. 

Come summertime, the club’s 
endorsement process for mayor 
will begin, and the Milk Club ex¬ 
pects to be just as active in the 
next political race. In the mean¬ 
time, however, expanding its ac¬ 
tivities to be more than an en¬ 
dorsement vehicle, according to 
Haaland, will make the club 
stronger. ▼ 
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Saying no to war 


9 ' be massive antiwar protests last week¬ 
end in hundreds of cities around the 
world sent a message to the Bush ad¬ 
ministration. Although on Tuesday the 
president dismissed demonstrators as if he 
alone knows what is right. “Size of protest - 
it’s like deciding, well, I’m going to decide 
policy by focus group,” Bush said during a 
session with reporters at the White 
House. We have some news for the 
president: millions of people 
around the world came together ^4* 
over several days of demonstra- j- 
tions - that’s not exactly a “focus — 
group”; that’s democracy in action. 

And it’s not just the so-called usual sus¬ 
pects who are leading the calls for peace. 

In country after country, peo- A 

pie of all classes, ages, and eth¬ 
nicities loudly proclaimed 
their desire for peace and for 
allowing United Nations weapons inspec¬ 
tions more time. In San Francisco’s huge 
march last Sunday, parents brought their 
babies, LGBT groups formed a coalition, 
and people of color made their voices heard. 

Diplomats and politicians in several 
countries have serious reservations about 
going to war against Iraq, and they can’t be 
easily dismissed. The U.S. has not made a 
compelling case for war and Bush’s impa¬ 
tience and his stubbornness on the matter 
are wearing thin. Remember, this is a presi¬ 
dent who became the chief executive only 
after the U.S. Supreme Court intervened; he 
had virtually no foreign policy experience 
upon becoming president, and now, two 
years later, he’s about to lead us into a war 
many Americans would just as soon stay out 
of. That he’s willing to buck the U.N. and go 
it alone is even more cause for alarm. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell, once one 
of the more dovish members of Bush’s Cab¬ 
inet, has morphed into a hawk, but he has 
presented no real evidence of Iraq’s failure 
to comply with the U.N resolution, and he 
has not produced clear evidence that Iraq is 
linked to al-Qaeda. A briefing from chief 



U.N. inspectors last Friday ap¬ 
peared to cast doubt on Pow¬ 
ell’s claims that Iraq could be 
removing weapons of mass de¬ 
struction shortly before the in¬ 
spectors arrive at a site. 

We agree with those against 
the war that the administration 
is primarily concerned with: 1) 
the opportunity for 
American oil conglom¬ 
erates to control Iraqi oil 
fields, and 2) avenging 
the first President Bush’s 
inability to oust Saddam 
Hussein during the first 
Gulf War. Nothing else 
seems to make 
sense. While Hus¬ 
sein is hardly a 
democratic leader 
and has perpetuated great vio¬ 
lence against his own people, 
including murder, he has not 
directly threatened the United 
States. We disagree with the 
Bush administration’s new for¬ 
eign policy doctrine of striking 
preemptively against other 
countries. 

There’s probably another 
reason Bush and top adminis¬ 
tration officials keep up the war 
talk - it detracts greatly from problems here 
at home, especially the economy. Companies 
continue to announce profit losses or em¬ 
ployee layoffs every week, yet that news is 
buried amid the calls for military force 
against Iraq - with or without the backing 
of the United Nations. And there’s some ev¬ 
idence to support this: during last fall’s 
midterm election, the White House used the 
potential war on Iraq to spectacularly detract 
from the country’s economic woes, resulting 
in Republicans recapturing the Senate, and 
gaining more seats in the House. The De¬ 
mocrats were caught off balance, and the 
party never articulated an effective message.

Now, the drumbeat to war is constant - 
thousands of military troops have been de¬ 
ployed, special forces personnel are on the 
ground in Iraq, and Bush is more deter¬ 
mined than ever to lead us into war. 

The voices rising in opposition to the 
war also have grown steadily. People who 
frequently criticize U.S. foreign policy are 
taking the lead in the antiwar effort, but 
they’re hardly alone as they’re joined by 
more people who normally don’t concern 
themselves with world affairs. We must con¬ 
tinue to speak out - and if Bush chooses not 
to listen, there’s always the ballot box in two 
years. ▼ 


Working hard for 13th District

U et me thank the Bay Area Reporter for 
| allowing me to respond to last week’s 
Ste editorial. I will take this opportunity 
to share with the community some 
thoughts about my first two months serving 
as your representative in the state Capitol. 

As your editorial indicated, a San Fran¬ 
cisco constituent brought to my attention 
that the Sacramento County Animal Shel¬ 
ter was seriously overcrowded, without heat, 
killing nearly 12,000 healthy dogs and cats 
and selling approximately 200 adoptable 
pets each year to research facilities. Know¬ 
ing that our San Francisco County shelter 
has a policy against any euthanasia and that 
no other county shelter sells animals for re¬ 
search, I agreed to meet my constituent at 
the shelter for a visit. A number of well- 
placed county officials greeted me upon ar¬ 
rival. I was given a full tour of the facility 
and had the chance to discuss best practices 
with the shelter staff to see if the San Fran¬ 
cisco model could be of any use to their pro¬ 
gram. A constructive dialogue is now in 
progress. 

Understandably, California’s budget crisis 
is the major focus of every legislator at this 
time. With our deficit pegged somewhere be¬ 
tween $26 billion and $34 billion, we must all 
be prepared to see cherished social, health, 
and education programs trimmed, as well as 
increases in some taxes and fees. Ignoring the 
impulse to place blame, it should be known 
that a single source of the state’s revenue, 
taxes on capital gains and stock options, ac¬ 
counts for nearly one-third to half of the 
budget shortfall. Until our economy re¬ 
bounds, we must re-examine the very struc¬ 
ture of our state budget, as our problem is 
chronic and systematic. 

Basically, we have two options. We can 
cut spending and/or raise revenues. Neither 


option is a pleasure for policy makers. I have 
been loudly and consistently advocating 
that the governor sign a bill passed by the 
Democrats of both the state Senate and As¬ 
sembly which would cut over $8 billion and 
raise over $4 billion in new revenue in the 
next 17 months. This bill represents $120 
million to offset San Francisco’s growing 
budget deficit. Wherever we can find and 
trim waste in government spending, we 
will do so. What is much more difficult 
is considering smaller investments in 
our schools, MediCal programs, 
childcare, and senior services as the 
need for the assistance grows dur¬ 
ing this prolonged recession. 

With five gay and lesbian legis¬ 
lators now in Sacramento, we have 
formed the nation’s first 
LGBT legislative caucus 
of which I am the vice 
chair. Three weeks ago, we 



held our first press conference announcing 
our four-piece legislative package for the 
coming year. With the support and spon¬ 
sorship of California Alliance for Pride and 
Equality, our statewide LGBT lobby, I am 
the joint co-author of a comprehensive do¬ 
mestic partners bill, an equal benefits bill 
based on San Francisco’s landmark equal 
benefits ordinance and a foster care bill 
which will protect queer foster youth. Mak¬ 
ing good on a campaign promise, I am au¬ 
thor of AB196 that will protect transgender 
citizens from discrimination in housing and 
employment. We can all be proud of these 
four important pieces of legislation. 

Additionally, the speaker of the Assem¬ 
bly, Herb Wesson, has agreed to my request 
to form a Select Committee on LGBT Fam¬ 
ilies, which I will chair. In the coming 
months, I will convene public hearings in 
San Francisco and throughout the state to 
highlight exactly how our community is 
negatively impacted by inequities in exist¬ 


ing state and federal law. We will focus on 
the plight of binational same-sex couples, 
LGBT youth, the high rates of tobacco, al¬ 
cohol and drug abuse in our communities, 
adoptions, and other challenging issues. 
Testimony we gather will be used in our on¬ 
going efforts to raise public awareness and 
to change state law. 

I am joint co-author with state Senator 
John Vasconcellos (D-Santa Clara) of a bill 
based on legislation I wrote as a San Fran¬ 
cisco supervisor which will create a 
statewide registry for medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients and establish a state-spon¬ 
sored system of the medicine’s 
distribution. In light of the trav- 
* esty of justice in the Ed Rosen¬ 
thal medical marijuana case, we 
at the state level must do 
everything within our 
power to counter John 
Ashcroft’s assault on 


Proposition 215, California’s Compassion¬ 
ate Use Act of 1996. 

As just one of a few freshman legislators 
honored with a committee chairmanship, I 
will be very busy in the upcoming months 
considering over 400 bills that will come be¬ 
fore the Assembly Public Safety Committee. 
Additionally, as the Bush administration 
continues to threaten the world with war in 
Iraq, I will be a steadfast and vocal oppo¬ 
nent, speaking publicly at every opportuni¬ 
ty 

It is an amazing opportunity to serve in 
the Assembly as one of the two first openly 
gay men in the history of our state. The ac¬ 
companying responsibility I fully accept and 
I continue to pledge to you, my con¬ 
stituents, that the job will command my full 
concentration and efforts. ▼

Cop’s view of Mary Dunlap 

I read the B.A.R.’s article regarding Mary Dunlap, 
the director of the San Francisco Police Department’s 
Office of Citizen Complaints, who recently passed 
away [“OCC chief Mary Dunlap dies,” January 23]. I’m 
a gay man and a 22-year veteran of the SFPD and I 
must say that the Mary Dunlap I knew professionally, 
bore little resemblance to the individual you described. 

The justice for which she is said to have so nobly 
fought in her earlier career was non-existent in her 
dealings with the fine men and women of the SFPD. 
Ms. Dunlap appeared determined to find fault with 
any police officer for any reason whatsoever having 
little or no regard for the truth. Her apparent philos¬ 
ophy was that the police were guilty until proven oth¬ 
erwise and seldom was there proof enough to change 
her mind. 

Under her guidance, investigators solicited com¬ 
plaints where none existed, creatively tailored their in¬ 
vestigations to meet political agendas, and coerced ad¬ 
ditional complaints from anyone with a gripe regard¬ 
less of its absurdity. Officers have been unfairly ma¬ 
ligned, embarrassed, and harassed by the OCC during 
her tenure. Observers felt that statistics were being 
padded with this mindless minutiae at the taxpayers 
expense. All of this was done with no concern for the 
human being behind the badge. 

Her methods were dubious, unjust, and grossly 
one-sided. 

In short, she exhibited the very mean-spirited 
characteristics and ethics (or lack of) that she pub¬ 
licly decried in her prior struggles against prejudice 
and discrimination. And, though I mourn the pass¬ 
ing of any one of my gay sisters or brothers, I only 
wish she had demonstrated a similar compassion for 
my police sisters and brothers and the feelings of their 
loved ones as well.

AHP on ‘bug chasers’ 

Matthew Bajko’s lead story, “Media spotlight on 
‘bug chasers’” [January 30] rehashes the recent Rolling 
Stone article (“In Search of Death,” February 6), and 
further raises the question of the frequency of this 
phenomenon. We are writing to put this issue into 
some perspective. 

First, we want to emphasize that there is no scien¬ 
tific evidence for the preposterous conclusion [in 
Rolling Stone article] that 10,000 new HIV infections 
occur each year in the U.S. as a result of “bug chas¬ 
ing.” In fact, to the extent that bug chasing exists, re-

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search data and clinical experience suggest that it is 
very rare, dwarfed in significance as a correlate of un¬ 
protected sex by the use of party drugs, seeking sex on 
the Internet, and lack of knowledge about HIV. The 
scientific literature does offer evidence that some gay 
men have unprotected sex, but there is currently no 
evidence in the literature that a sizable proportion of 
these men are intentionally seeking out infection. We 
do, however, have research data from our clinic that 
directly addresses this question. 

The UCSF AIDS Health Project is the largest HIV 
mental health agency in San Francisco and one the 
oldest in the country. We provide services to more 
than 10,000 clients each year, and of these, more than 
6,000 receive anonymous and confidential HIV coun¬ 
seling and testing. We also provide HIV psychiatry 
services at San Francisco General Hospital, and run a 
large and active outpatient HIV mental health clinic. 

During a study at our HIV testing clinics in 1997- 
1998, we asked a sample (n=124) of gay and bisexual 
men who had engaged in unprotected anal inter¬ 
course in the prior year whether they: 

a) Wanted to become infected because they want 
the support that is available to people with HIV (for 
example, support groups, social services, substance 
abuse treatment, etc.); 

b) Wanted to become infected so that they’d feel 
more a part of the community; 

c) Felt that most of their friends were infected, and 
did not want to be left out. 

Only one (0.8 percent) of our 124 research sub¬ 
jects endorsed any of these statements as something 
he “thought or felt strongly;” only one more (0.8 per¬ 
cent) felt any of these “to a moderate degree.” 

Furthermore, AHP sees thousands of gay men 
each year who are either living with HIV or trying to 
remain uninfected. Over the 19 years of our clinical 
work, clients have mentioned the issue of self-de¬ 
structive behavior rising to the level of seeking this 
life-threatening illness only once or twice - once or 
twice in a city with one of the highest rates of HIV in¬ 
fection in the nation. 

Like Doug Hitzel, the young gay man who now re¬ 
grets both his decision to seek infection and his agree¬ 
ment to participate in the Rolling Stone story, we be¬ 
lieve it is unfortunate that this phenomenon has been 
given such a high profile. This is not a matter of HIV 
prevention organizations feeling the issue doesn’t 
“merit attention,” rather it is a concern that such a 
sensational discussion primarily serves to promote the 
notion that gay men are reckless, suicidal, and amoral. 
This kind of characterization reflects on the entire 
community of gay and bisexual men - the vast ma¬ 
jority of whom are none of these things - and takes 
away from their legitimate struggles to remain unin¬ 
fected.

Pelosi’s AIDS record 

We are writing in response to an op-ed that ran in 
the January 16 issue of the Bay Area Reporter entitled 
“Where is Nancy Pelosi on Global AIDS?” by Michael 
Lauro. The op-ed failed to recognize the extensive 
work Congresswoman Pelosi has done in the fight 
against HIV/AIDS at the global level. 

At this time, when many are praising President 
Bush’s recent proposal to commit $15 billion over five 
years to fight AIDS in Africa and the Caribbean, we 
must remember that this initiative comes after many 
hard-fought years of pressing this administration, and 
the previous one, to step up their commitments to 
global AIDS programs. President Bush’s proposal has 
been the result of many strong advocates on Capitol 
Hill, and Nancy Pelosi has been a major force in this 
effort. 

Unfortunately, Lauro’s op-ed does not reflect the 
fact that Congresswoman Pelosi has been in the ab¬ 
solute forefront of fighting the pandemic. In the early 
1990s, Congresswoman Pelosi was instrumental in 
convening the first congressional hearing on global 
AIDS issues. Additionally, Congresswoman Pelosi se¬ 
cured the first money that was set aside to help chil¬ 
dren affected by AIDS in the developing world. 

’ As ranking Democrat of the subcommittee that 
funds foreign aid and a member of the subcommit¬ 
tee that funds the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, the congresswoman consistently made 
funding for global AIDS a priority. When Treasury 
Secretary Lloyd Bentsen first appeared before the For¬ 
eign Operations Appropriations Subcommittee in 
1993, Congresswoman Pelosi asked when the Clinton 
administration was going to put global AIDS on the 
agenda of the G-7, and asked the question again each 
year until it was added to the agenda. 

More recently, the congresswoman offered an 
amendment on the FY 2002 supplemental spending 
bill that would have provided $500 million in emer¬ 
gency global HIV/AIDS funding. Later, Congress- 
woman Pelosi offered an amendment during sub¬ 
committee consideration of the FY 2003 Foreign Op¬ 
erations Appropriations bill that would have added 
$400 million for global AIDS treatment and preven¬ 
tion. Both amendments were defeated on party line 
votes. 

The congresswoman has also been a champion of 
HIV vaccine and microbicide development efforts. In 
fact, she has authored legislation on that would speed 
the development of both of these critical prevention 
technologies, which would have a major impact on 
reducing the spread of HIV in the developing World, 
Congresswoman Pelosi has been a strong advocate 
for programs to support people living with HIV/AIDS 
on both the domestic and global fronts. To suggest 
otherwise is incorrect. We greatly appreciate Con¬ 
gresswoman Pelosi’s efforts and support her in her 
work for HIV/AIDS treatment, care and prevention 
programs, both at home and abroad.

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Iraq war threat 
presents challenge to 
Dem prez candidates

f hile some recent polls in¬ 
dicate that a slight ma- 
W jority of Americans now 
appear to agree with President 
Bush in his coming war with Iraq, 
less than half of the nation’s regis¬ 
tered Democrats agree, and that 
presents a dilemma for the Demo¬ 
cratic candidates for president in 
next year’s election. 

While most of those an¬ 
nounced Democratic candidates 
seem to be supportive of Bush to 
one degree or another, there are 
differences in where the candi¬ 
dates stand. Senator John F. 
Kerry (D-Massachusetts) one of 
the leading Democratic presiden¬ 
tial wannabes, warned Bush last 
month against what he termed a 
“rush to war” with Iraq, but a cou¬ 
ple of weeks later said he support¬ 
ed telling Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein that he has a “limited 
time” to disarm or face the likeli¬ 
hood of military action. 

In the past, Kerry has chided 
the Bush White House for waiting 
too long to make the case for in¬ 
vasion. Kerry has criticized the 
president, particularly for what he 
calls Bush’s “blustering unilateral¬ 
ism.” So, does Kerry favor going to 
war with Iraq soon? Not exactly; 
the;;Massachusetts senatbP fcays 
that his quarrel with Bush is not 
with his insistence on disarming 
Hussein, but with his growing 
apparent failure to bring 
along more countries in 
the effort. 

Kerry, like other De¬ 
mocratic presidential 
hopefuls, is seeking to 
strike a balance be¬ 
tween holding Iraq ac¬ 
countable and 
forcing Hussein 
to disarm, 
while challeng¬ 
ing Bush on foreign policy, a 
dilemma that dogs most of those 
Democrats who want to be the 
next president. 

Connecticut Senator Joseph 
Lieberman and Missouri Repre¬ 
sentative Richard Gephardt, 

both of whom are announced De¬ 
mocratic presidential candidates, 
seem to be Bush’s most consistent 
supporters on Iraq. Lieberman, 
considered a hawk on Iraq, has 
been calling for the ouster of Hus¬ 
sein since 1991, and said recently 
that “America must be prepared to 
act alone if necessary” to protect 
its people, though Lieberman said 
he feels it’s unlikely that we will 
ever have to go it alone. Lieber¬ 
man and Gephardt were at Bush’s 
side last fall when the president 
signed the resolution authorizing 
him to go to war, and both have 
been criticized by other Democra¬ 
tic leaders for helping Bush get 
that resolution passed last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Senator John Edwards (D- 

North Carolina) says if Hussein 
“doesn’t do something to disarm 
imfRediately,” the U.S. has no 
choice but to use military force to 
disarm him, adding that we 
should “go forward with those al¬ 
lies who do support us” whether 
or not the United Nations is fully 
on board. 

Former Vermont Governor 


Howard Dean, another Democ¬ 
ratic presidential hopeful, says he 
would have voted against last 
year’s resolution had he been in 
Congress and wants another U.N. 
deadline for Saddam to disarm. 

Longtime controversial civil 
rights activist the Reverend AI 
Sharpton of New York 
calls himself “totally 
antiwar.” 

The antiwar senti¬ 
ment of many De¬ 
mocrats will be a 
particular factor in 
early primary states 
like Iowa and New 
Hampshire. 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidates are 
facing a complex political chal¬ 
lenge in how to reconcile their 
views with a still-popular Repub¬ 
lican president and figure out how 
to win the nomination in a pri¬ 
mary process dominated by liber¬ 
als, while still appealing to enough 
political moderates to then win 
the general election. 

In short, no one running for 
president wants to be against what 
could turn out to be a successful 
war, but none of them can ignore 
the very voters who pick the 
party’s next nominee. Indeed, ma¬ 
neuvering through this political 
terrain poses challenges for all of 
the Democratic presidential can¬ 
didates. As the Washington Post 
said recently: “The doves run the 
risk of having opposed what could 
eventually turn out to be a suc¬ 
cessful, even popular, war that 
could undermine their ability to 
gain the public’s confidence on 
national security issues; those who 
have been Bush’s strongest sup¬ 
porters risk the anger of party ac¬ 
tivists in the nomination fight, 
and those who are more in the 
middle risk criticism that they 
lack consistency.” 

The Democratic presidential 
candidates are indeed wrestling 
with the current Bush policy on 
Iraq, but they would do well to re¬ 
member that the first Bush presi¬ 
dent -George H.W. Bush -was 


instantly a very popular president 
after having fought the Persian 
Gulf War, with approval ratings 
reaching 90 percent, only to lose 
to a near-unknown Arkansas gov¬ 
ernor a year later who was able to 
neutralize doubts about the coun¬ 
try’s defense after that war. And 
where is it even suggested that in 
order to defeat Bush in 2004 the 
Democrats have to put forth an 
antiwar nominee? After all, there’s 
still the Bush economy. What 
George W. Bush and the Repub¬ 
lican-controlled Congress has 
managed to do in three short 
years to the bountiful economy 
that was handed to them by the 
Clinton administration is reason 
enough to send him back to Texas. 

John Kerry, John Edwards, Joe 
Lieberman, Florida Senator Bob 
Graham, Dick Gephardt - any of 
them would be a better bet for the 
White House than another four 
years of plunging stock markets 
and rising unemployment rates. 
Hell, even Al Sharpton knows that 
again, in the 2004 election, “It’s 
the (Bush) economy, stupid!”

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Trans life during wartime

U ’m going to break one of my 
own writing taboos - right 

- this very minute - and talk 
about the antiwar movement. The 
problem is, there is little on my 
mind lately other than this possi¬ 
ble war. It seems that this issue has 
simply become far too large to just 
pretend nothing is going on. 

While I am stridently antiwar, 
I’ve opted to avoid the subject in 
this column. This is, after all, a col¬ 
umn about transgender issues, 
ideas, and interests. Trying to cob¬ 
ble on a message about war just 
seems, well, cheap. A cop-out. 

But I would like to give you an 
idea of what these transgendered 
eyes are seeing out there, and what 
all this talk of war sounds like to 
me. 

Let me back up a bit. Eighteen 
months ago, our nation was at¬ 
tacked, and - for better or worse - 
our nation responded. Tough talk 
paved the way for a war in 
Afghanistan with an attempt to 
“bring to justice” the man believed 
to be responsible for that attack. 
At the same time, security was 
tightened around the country, in 
an attempt to better protect us 
from future attacks. Meanwhile, 
the population dusted off flags 
and hung them from every nook 
and cranny, just like we did dur¬ 
ing Desert Storm a little over a 
decade ago. 

It was the first time I became 
genuinely worried. 

Friends of mine begin to talk 
about being searched at air¬ 
ports, and many transgen¬ 
dered people expressed 
concerns about traveling in 
their preferred genders. I 
suspect the presence of 
individuals in camou¬ 
flage uniforms 
toting weapons 
did little to 
make a trans¬ 
gendered person feel 100 percent 
confident in an airport. 

I saw more than a few exam¬ 
ples of patriotism gone awry. 
Middle-Easterners - or just folks 
who “looked” Middle-Eastern - 
were being verbally and physically 
attacked, in retaliation for what 
happened on September 11. On 
my first trip back into the city 
after the attacks, I listened to a 
local carry on, evoking Vietnam- 
era slogans like “if you don’t like it 
here, then leave” to no one in par¬ 
ticular. 

I even received a note from a 
friend, letting me know that 
they’d been officially “questioned” 
by bur government. I don’t know 
if they were yanking my chain or 
what, but it did little to make me 
feel comfortable. 

After all, those of us who are 
considered “gender outlaws” (to 
borrow a term) are obviously dan¬ 
gerous types. If we’ll tinker with 
the sacred nature of gender, then 
there is no telling what other un¬ 
speakable-acts we may be capable 
of. Let alone those of us who are 
out and actively fighting for trans¬ 
gender rights. 

Just as things seemed to settle 
down - the fighting in 
Afghanistan had all but faded 
from the television news, and it 
had begun to feel “safe” - the talk 
of war kicked up yet again. This 
time we would be moving our 
“war on terror” to Iraq, and top¬ 
pling Saddam Hussein. 

I’ve talked many times before 
about antitransgender murder. It 
struck me how similar some of the 
defenses that come up in this were 
playing across the international 




stage. 

All the talk of bombing coun¬ 
tries “back to the stone age” strikes 
me as how similar it is to the na¬ 
ture of overkill in the murders I 
have studied. One doesn’t 
just defeat a foe today, you 
need to obliterate them - 
1 whether it is the “shock 
and awe” tactic intended 
for an Iraq invasion, or the 
extreme deaths faced by 
some transgen¬ 
dered people. 

At the heart 
of it all - or 
close to it, at least - is fear. We are 
being told to fear the potential of 
weapons of mass destruction hid¬ 
ing on the landscape of Iraq. This 
is much the same fear in so many 
antitransgendered murders. 
Transgendered people, too, are 
murdered in part because of what 
their killers fear they are hiding. 

Is this a conflation of two di¬ 
vergent concepts, or is there a 
comparison? Further, if there is a 
comparison to be had, then are 
both reasons for killing equal? 

I’m not going to say that Sad¬ 
dam is anything short of a mega¬ 
lomaniac, and a dangerous one. 
Don’t get me wrong on that point; 

I don’t want you to think I see a 
power-mad dictator in the same 
light as a dead transperson - but I 
do see comparisons in the fear 
that are driving the hands of those 
in power. 

It is a comparison that scares 
me. In attacking another country 


based on our fears, do we end up 
validating those who would kill 
another because they fear what 
they see? 

At one of the earlier antiwar 
protests in the city, there was a 
protester holding a sign - and I 
am only half remembering this - 
that said something along the 
lines of “Wiccan transsexual vegan 
for peace.” 

Of course, of all the signs that 
were there that day, and all the 
things that were equally worthy of 
being mentioned, it was this sign 
that hit the papers. I’m sure that 
many felt that this lone transgen¬ 
dered woman with a sign was the 
perfect image for an antiwar 
protest. The fringe of the fringe, as 
it were. 

I’ll admit it, I cringed a bit 
when I saw that shot, realizing that 
if those who wanted to paint the 
antiwar message as one of crack¬ 
pots would take such an image 
and run with it. Maybe that has 
kept me quiet on this issue as well. 
I’ll be quiet no longer, for if one 
wants to fight against violence of 
one type, one does need to fight 
against violence of other types. 

No more fear, no more hate, 
and no more war. ▼

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the Los Gatos police to dismiss 
outstanding parking tickets issued 
on his family car (duh....); in an¬ 
other case, the same judge is ac¬ 
cused of pulling strings to hear a 
drunken driving case and then 
giving a light sentence as a favor to 
a friend.

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Gay Shame in SF

hat happens when you 
mix radical politics with 
Gestapo tactics? Recently, 
we got an answer to that question 
when a left-wing group - appro¬ 
priately calling itself “Gay Shame” 
- stormed San Francisco’s LGBT 
Community Center. The outburst 
was a crude form of a common 
complaint on the gay left against 
the “mainstreaming” of gay life. 

The occasion was a fundraiser 
for the community center, 
which opened just last year and 
badly needs more money. It 
was hosted by city Super¬ 
visor Gavin Newsom (a 
political moderate by 
San Francisco standards), his 
wife, and Arts Commission 
President Stanlee 
Gatti. 

Two hours before 
Newsom arrived, sev¬ 
eral dozen Gay Shame protesters 
showed up outside the center. For 
reasons I’ll explain in a moment, 
the group’s organizers don’t like 
Newsom or the kind of gay people 
who might support him politically. 

When Newsom and his wife 
arrived, the protesters closed in on 
the two, shouting in their faces. 
This behavior continued until the 
Newsoms reached the center’s 
front door, where several protest¬ 
ers broke through a police line 
protecting the building and at¬ 
tempted to pry open the doors. 

Meanwhile, at the back door to 
the community center, protesters 
hit and pushed community center 
patrons trying to enter. Other vis¬ 
itors, hoping to attend meetings 
and -community events taking 
place at the same time, were too 
afraid to approach the building. 

Happily, the police managed to 
thwart the mob, arresting four ri¬ 
oters before serious violence could 
erupt. (San Francisco being San 
Francisco, felony and misde¬ 
meanor charges against the four 
have since been dropped.) A com¬ 
munity center staff member was 
slightly injured in the fracas. 

Challenged to defend his 
group’s attack on the center, its 
supporters, and community 
members, a spokesman for Gay 
Shame calling himself “Mary 
Treadwell” blamed Newsom for 
provoking the melee by daring to 
come through the front door! 

Why all the fuss? It seems Gay 
Shame’s members have a specific 
complaint against Newsom and a 
more general one against lots of 



gay people. 

Newsom, who’s running for 
mayor this year along with a cou¬ 
ple of openly gay candidates, 
sponsored a voter-approved ini¬ 
tiative to cut (not eliminate) direct 
cash payments by the city to 
homeless people. 

Now, San Francisco has one of 
the worst homelessness problems 
in the country. Panhandlers in the 
city are among the most aggres¬ 
sive and threatening anywhere. 
Homeowners and shopkeepers 
regularly encounter urine and 

feces on their front stoops. 

Yet the city subsidizes 
homelessness through 
these unusual cash pay¬ 
ments, which fund more 
drug and alcohol abuse at 
taxpayers’ expense. To self- 
appointed “advocates” for the 
homeless, Newsom’s 
sensible initiative 
was “anti-homeless.” 
But this specific 
silliness aside, Gay Shame’s more 
general grievance against gay peo¬ 
ple challenges the very progress 
that has improved gay life over the 
past four decades. 

Gay Shame opposes “main- 
streaming.” This includes, accord¬ 
ing to San Francisco Chronicle 
columnist Dave Ford defending 
the group’s antics, “the corporati¬ 
zation of gay culture” and “limit¬ 
less consumerism.” Gay Shame it¬ 
self criticized Newsom for “bla¬ 
tant pandering to the powerful 
gay vote.” 

In other words, Gay Shame 
and its ilk decry the advances gays 
have made in economic, social, 
and political terms over the past 
few decades. In their vision of gay 
life it is always 1969, when 
Stonewall bar patrons threw quar¬ 
ters at police and chanted clever 
slogans in the streets. Gay people, 
in this view, are somehow cor¬ 
rupted by their own gains and 
must recapture the revolutionary 
spirit of their radical forebears. 

This is misleading as a matter 
of history, exaggerating the role of 
political radicals in the early gay 
civil rights movement. 

But there is something even 
more deeply disturbing about Gay 
Shame’s world view and tactics. 

Criticizing a politician for 
“pandering to the powerful gay 
vote” is a sentiment that might 
have frothed from the mouth of a 
Pat Robertson or a Jerry Falwell. 

No wonder openly gay Super¬ 
visor Bevan Dufty, who attended 
the fundraiser and observed the 
protest, told the San Francisco Ex¬

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of approval to a gay-straight al¬ 
liance. The Jesuit college has re¬ 
fused to endorse its established 
group for gay and bisexual stu¬ 
dents, saying it conflicts with 
Catholic teachings. The new al¬ 
liance will be a support group that 
emphasizes Jesuit ideals and 
morals and avoids advocating pol¬ 
icy changes, officials said. 

Speaking of Catholics - trans¬ 
sexuals suffer from “mental 
pathologies,” and are ineligible for 
admission to Roman Catholic re¬ 
ligious orders and should be ex¬ 
pelled if they have already entered 
the priesthood or religious life, the 
Vatican said in a recent new direc¬ 
tive. The Vatican’s orthodoxy 
watchdog, the Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith, sent the 
directive to the superiors of reli¬ 
gious orders worldwide, telling the 
leaders to implement them or 


turn cases over to the congrega¬ 
tion for handling, Vatican officials 
said last week. 

One of the finest and most re¬ 
spected public affairs and cam¬ 
paign consulting firms in the state, 
Barnes Mosher Whitehurst Lauter 
& Partners, has announced that 
former California Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of State Beth Miller has 
joined the firm as its new executive 
vice president for public affairs. 

Belated congratulations to one 
of my favorite Republicans (ad¬ 
mittedly, I don’t claim a lot of 
them), longtime gay civil rights 
activist Chris Bowman, for hav¬ 
ing been recently honored during 
the 25th anniversary of the na¬ 
tional Log Cabin Clubs, the na¬ 
tion’s first and largest gay Repub¬ 
lican group; our cause could use a 
lot more good guys like Bowman.

aminer the actions of Gay Shame 
reminded him of notorious anti¬ 
gay protesters. “It really seemed to 
me like I was in a parallel universe 
and I was watching a Fred Phelps 
demonstration,” Dufty said. 

The anti-mainstreaming im¬ 
pulse of Gay Shame and similar 
“queer” groups and writers is, it 
must be said, a form of internal¬ 
ized homophobia. It is an impulse 
that says gays should not have a 
place beside other Americans in 
the political and social landscape. 
It resents gay progress because 
that progress means gays are los¬ 
ing their outsider status. It says, at 
bottom, we should not be happy. 
We should always be victims. 

In this light, Gay Shame’s orga¬ 
nizational name has a telling dou¬ 
ble significance. The group’s 
members should be ashamed for 
attacking a fledgling gay commu¬ 
nity center, of course, but they are 
not. They feel shame only for 
being gay in an age when homo¬ 
sexuality is increasingly accepted 
as a normal variation of human 
sexuality. 

In somewhat more refined 
form and high-falutin’ jargon, this 
same embarrassment at the in¬ 
creasing acceptance of gay people 
is being voiced in academic jour¬ 
nals and queer-theory books crit¬ 
icizing “assimilation.” Wistfulness 
for an era of repression captivates 
these people. 

That is truly a gay shame. T

rise in rectal gonorrhea

Ht lthough the city’s rising 
ill syphilis rates have garnered 
4 much attention over the last 
year, health officials are also in¬ 
creasingly concerned with rising 
rates of rectal gonorrhea in gay 
and bisexual men. The trend is es¬ 
pecially troubling since men who 
have rectal gonorrhea are at a 
greater risk of contracting HIV. 

“A negative person with rectal 
gonorrhea may be up to nine 
times more likely to acquire HIV,” 
said Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, the city’s 
director of sexually transmitted 
disease prevention, because the 


infection breaks down the rec¬ 
tum’s protective layering. 

Continuing a trend since 1995, 
San Francisco saw an increase in the 
rate of rectal gonorrhea in gay and 
bisexual men last year. According to 
the city’s monthly STD report for 
December of last year, health offi¬ 
cials reported 308 cases of rectal 
gonorrhea in 2002 compared to 237 
cases documented in 2001. 

“It is a lot more easily trans¬ 
mitted than syphilis or HIV. It is a 
lot more common to get repeat 
infections,” said Klausner. 

Gonorrhea is caused by a type of 
bacteria and is passed from one per¬ 
son to another during anal and oral 
sex. If gonorrhea infects the rectum,

there may be white discharge on 
stools, pain, spasm, and rectal itch¬ 
ing. As in throat infections, there 
may be no symptoms at all. 

While gonorrhea can be treat¬ 
ed with antibiotics, penicillin-re¬ 
sistant cases of gonorrhea are 
common, and other antibiotics 
are used to treat most patients 
with gonococcal infections. All 
sexual partners of a person with 
gonorrhea should be tested and 
treated if infected, even if they 
don’t have symptoms of infection. 

By using male condoms cor¬ 
rectly and consistently during sex¬ 
ual activity, sexually active men 
can reduce their risk of gonorrhea 
and its complications. Also^ peo¬ 
ple with only one sexual partner 
have less risk of infection than 
those who have many partners. 

Officials at the municipal STD 
clinic, City Clinic, recently looked 
at behavioral risk factors associat¬ 
ed with rectal gonorrhea in gay 
men. Out of 564 men screened 
during 2000, 7.1 percent had rec¬ 
tal gonorrhea. 

The survey found that HIV¬ 
positive men were significantly 
more likely to have rectal gonor¬ 
rhea than HIV-negative or men of 
unknown serostatus. Those at 
highest risk of contracting the in¬ 
fection were HIV-positive men 
engaging in anonymous sex, .par¬ 
ticularly with partners met at 


bathhouses and over the Internet. 

In contrast, Klausner said the 
survey found that among the HIV¬ 
negative men, the strongest risk 
factor for contracting rectal gonor¬ 
rhea was drug use during anal sex, 
especially non-injection drug use. 

Klausner said the survey results 
bolster the need for prevention 
messages that are targeted specifi¬ 
cally at HIV-positive men. 

“At the community level, pre¬ 
vention for positives needs to con¬ 
tinue and needs to expand. There 
needs to be more resources,” he 
said. “I think prevention for posi¬ 
tives can be effective.” 

To combat the rates of rectal 
gonorrhea among gay men, 
Klausner said the STD unit is re¬ 
viewing the benefits of providing 
self-administered rectal swabs so 
gay men can test themselves or be 
tested outside of clinical settings. 
Health officials could test men 
outside club venues or at Magnet, 
the gay men’s health center set to 
open in the Castro this May. 

“This is all consistent with our 
efforts to give individuals greater 
capacity and control over their 
sexual health, to get themselves 
tested more easily, and not be so 
dependent on traditional medical 
care systems,” said Klausner. 

Such testing could also benefit 
gay and bisexual men who either 
are not out to their doctors or do 


not have access to medical care. 

“Some providers are uncom¬ 
fortable collecting the tests and 
some patients are not willing to 
comment openly about their sex¬ 
ual risk behaviors with their 
providers,” said Klausner. 

Health officials also saw a spike 
in male pharyngeal gonorrhea, or 
an infection in the throat. In 2002 
the city saw 441 cases compared to 
293 in 2001. While only a small 
percentage of people with gonor¬ 
rhea have only a throat infection, 
it is estimated 10 to 25 percent of 
homosexual men with gonorrhea 
also have pharyngeal infections. 

The city also saw a rise in gon¬ 
orrhea infections, either penile or 
vaginal. Last year the city recorded 
2,148 cases compared to 2,061 in 
2001. In addition, rates of 
chlamydia also rose last year, with 
3,372 cases in 2002 compared to 
3,056 in 2001. 

“From a resource perspective, 
it is very difficult for the STD pro¬ 
gram to maintain high levels of 
awareness and programmatic 
focus on syphilis and rectal gon¬ 
orrhea and chlamydia. We end up 
moving from epidemic to epi¬ 
demic,” said Klausner. “Ideally, we 
would like a consistent and com¬ 
prehensive approach to tackle all 
these issues at the same time. The 
reality of our resource constraints 
is that is not possible.” T

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

AndroGel* is indicated for replacement therapy in males for 
conditions associated with a deficiency or absence of 
endogenous testosterone:

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, 

resulting in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin 

uptake of T3 and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain 

unchanged, however, and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid 

dysfunction. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility 
Animal Data: Testosterone has been tested by subcutaneous 
injection and implantation in mice and rats. In mice, the implant 
induced cervical-uterine tumors, which metastasized in some 
cases. There is suggestive evidence that injection of testosterone 
into some strains of female mice increases their susceptibility to 
hepatoma. Testosterone is also known to increase the number of 
tumors and decrease the degree of differentiation of chemically 
induced carcinomas of the liver in rats. 

Human Data: There are rare reports of hepatocellular carcinoma 
in patients receiving long-term oral therapy with androgens in 
high doses. Withdrawal of the drugs did not lead to regression 
of the tumors in all cases.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of 
AndroGel* occurred in fewer than 1 % of patients: amnesia, 
anxiety, discolored hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, 
impaired urination, paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral 
edema, sweating, and vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel*skin reactions at the site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel* but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of 
drug. 

Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel.® These events included the 
following: cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which 
were considered related to AndroGel® administration), 
depression, sadness, memory loss, elevated prostate specific 
antigen and hypertension. No AndroGel® patients discontinued 
due to skin reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two 
had adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were 
asthenia and depression in one patient and increased libido and 
hyperkinesia in the other. Among 17 patients in foreign clinical 
studies there was one instance each of acne, erythema and 
benign prostate adenoma associated with a 2.5% testosterone 
gel formulation applied dermally. 

One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up 
to 12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients vyho 
completed the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety 
results from this study are consistent with those reported for the 
controlled clinical trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events 
possibly, probably or definitely related to the use of AndroGel® 
and reported by at least 1 % of the total number of patients 
during long-term exposure to AndroGel.®

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SF State opens sexuality center

ith the Centers for Dis- 
, ease Control and Preven- 
V tion reporting an increase 
in the number of diagnosed AIDS 
cases nationwide for the first time 
since 1993, the need for frank talk 
about sexuality and disease pre¬ 
vention has never been greater. 

To help raise the level of litera¬ 
cy on sexuality in America, San 
Francisco State University is 
launching the National Sexuality 
Resource Center - the first of its 
kind in the country - today 
(Thursday, February 20). Center 
officials hope to provide positive 
knowledge to replace what they say 
is the fear-based image of sexuality 
now so pervasive in America. 

The center was created by Gilbert 
Herdt, head of the Human Sexuali¬ 
ty Studies Program at SFSU and 
who established SFSU’s new mas¬ 
ter’s program in human sexuality 
studies, the first program of its type 
in the Western United States. Ac¬ 
cording to Herdt, many policy mak¬ 
ers, educators, social workers and 
health care providers, even doctors, 
have little more than a basic under¬ 
standing of sexuality education. 

“Training in sexuality educa¬ 
tion for professionals is scant. 
From professionals to parents, 
many people are surprisingly illit¬ 
erate about sexual health, educa¬ 
tion or rights. The center hopes to 
bridge that gap,” said Herdt. 


San Francisco State received a 
$1.1 million grant from the Ford 
Foundation to create the sexuality 
center. Essentially, the center will 
be a clearinghouse, providing a 
credible source for a clear under¬ 
standing of the latest research on 
human sexuality and sexual 
health, education and rights for 
the public and practitioners, such 
as social workers, nurses or teach¬ 
ers. The center, which will con¬ 
duct research and policy studies, 


will bring together researchers, 
practitioners, and community- 
based partners to close the gap in 
training and dissemination of in¬ 
formation on sexuality education. 

“We are trying to create new di¬ 
alogue between academics and ad¬ 
vocates in the country. There are 
too few resources to empower and 
connect people working in the 
trenches with academics,” said 
Herdt. “We want to raise the an¬ 
tenna and radar for information 
and resources to include research 
and evidence based on informa¬ 
tion as opposed to television cov¬ 
erage based primarily on opinion.” 

The center will examine con¬ 
temporary issues such as 


HIV/AIDS prevention in ethnic 
minority communities, sexual ori¬ 
entation and growing up, sexuali¬ 
ty and aging, and immigrant pop¬ 
ulations dealing with the mores of 
sexuality in America. 

One of the center’s first efforts 
will be the creation of a compre¬ 
hensive Web site 
www.nsrc.sfsu.edu - that will make 
available accurate information 
about human sexuality. The public 
will be able to download the latest 


developments in sexuality research 
and access articles of general inter¬ 
est and practical guidance on sexu¬ 
al health. The center also plans to 
conduct workshops and summer 
institutes on theory and method¬ 
ology for practitioners. 

“Rather than feeling afraid to 
ask questions, young people and 
middle'age people and older peo¬ 
ple should feel free and open to 
ask about sexuality and how to 
protect themselves from, for ex¬ 
ample, syphilis and HIV,” said 
Herdt. “And also how to create 
more pleasure-based relation¬ 
ships. Pleasure in this sense means 
feeling better about yourself, feel¬ 
ing positive about yourself, your

1,000-strong - also included a 
wider array of participants than 
the breakaway action following 
the January 18 antiwar march. 

After leaving Civic Center 
about 3 p.m., the breakaway 
group wove through the streets of 
the Tenderloin, often blocking 
traffic. Near Union Square some 
protesters attempted to cross a 
line of police on horseback, re¬ 
sulting the afternoon’s first skir¬ 
mish. Later, two activists climbed 
atop a cable car at Powell and 
Market. During the march a small 
number of protesters graffitied 
buildings and buses, overturned 
newspaper boxes, and broke a few 
store windows. 

As the afternoon wore on, pro¬ 
testers and police confronted each 
other on Market Street near 8th. 
Police ordered the crowd to dis¬ 
perse and at one point corralled 
protesters in front of the Ramada 
Hotel on Market Street, site of the 
annual International Bear Ren¬ 
dezvous. 


Some activists were allegedly 
beaten with batons and accused 
police of using excessive force. Po¬ 
lice said protesters pelted them 
with rocks and bottles. At least 
two police cruisers were vandal¬ 
ized. The stand-off ended shortly 
after 7 p.m. when police arrested 
demonstrators who refused to 
clear the intersection. In total, 
there were about 50 arrests during 
the day, all but about five of whom 
were cited and released. 

Some organizers of the main 
march decried the vandalism and 
confrontation of the breakaway 
action, saying it detracted from 
the huge, peaceful march and 
rally. Others refused to condemn 
the radicals. 

“The level of violence and de¬ 
struction that the United States 
has in store for the people in Iraq 
is a million-fold of what we saw 
on the streets of San Francisco,” 
said Tanya Mayo of Not in Our 
Name. “That was a very small 
group and very small aspect of a 
bigger day. There are people who 
feel they need to cross over the 
line, whatever that line is for 
them.” 


Queer march Friday 

San Francisco queers are ready 
to keep up the antiwar pressure. 
LAGAI, QUIT, and other LGBT 
war opponents will hold a march 
in the Castro tomorrow (Friday, 
February 21). Demonstrators will 
gather at 5:15 p.m. at Castro and 
Market intersection and march at 
5:45 p.m. 

“It’s really important to show 
our outrage and energy in the 
queer community and to get peo¬ 
ple involved whose sympathies 
might be with us, but who aren’t 
coming out to the big marches,” 
said Raphael. “To stop this war, 
everyone needs to be doing every¬ 
thing. We need to work both to¬ 
gether with the larger antiwar 
movement and in our own com¬ 
munities.”

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Can infection with a 2nd virus help your HIV?

epatitis, herpes, PCP - the 
|M1 list of viral coinfections 
that you do not want to get 
if you are HIV-positive seems 
endless. So is it counterintuitive to 
think that a coinfection with an¬ 
other virus could be beneficial? 

That possibility has to be con¬ 
sidered in light of several papers 
presented on February 13 at the 
10th Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infection in 
Boston. 

The oddity is GB Virus type C 
(GBV-C). It was identified in 
1995, can be transmitted through 
blood products and sex, and is a 
close genetic relative to hepatitis 
C. However, on its own, it appears 
to be benign. Coinfection seems 
to actually slow the progression of 
HIV infection. 

Dr. Jack Stapleton, a researcher 
at the University of Iowa and a 
coauthor of two of the papers, 
said that GBV-C “is a very com¬ 
mon human infection.” It “makes 
the cell produce more of the cy¬ 
tokine RANTES, MIP-la, and 
MIP-lb.” 

These cytokines down-regulate 
cell surface expression of CCR5, 
one of the primary coreceptors 
that HIV uses to enter the cell. If 
the coreceptor is not expressed on 
the cell surface but pulled back in¬ 
side, HIV has nothing to grab 
onto to enter the cell. People who 
inherit the delta-32 mutation, a 
variation in the genes where the 
CCR5 receptor is not produced, 
are virtually impervious to infec¬ 
tion with HIV. 

Carolyn Williams, Ph.D., an 
epidemiologist at the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health, looked at the 
MACS cohort (Multicenter'AIDS 
Cohort Study) to see what she 


could learn about coinfection 
with GBV-C. The blood samples 
and medical histories of that 
group of gay men have been stud¬ 
ied for two decades and have 
yielded some of the most pro¬ 
found understandings about HIV. 

She looked at blood samples 
when the men entered the study 
and five to six years later. At the 
first visit, 39 percent showed di¬ 
rect evidence of GBV-C in their 
blood. An additional 46 percent 
no longer carried the virus but did 
show antibodies to it, indicating 
that they had cleared the infec¬ 
tion. 

Then Williams looked at their

America in search of freedom, and 
he has lived here - undocumented 
- for the last 17 years, with slim 
hopes of one day attaining legal 
status. Though he’s been spon¬ 
sored by his sister, an American 
citizen, and supported in part by 
his brother in New Jersey, a green 
card holder, KJ remains terrified 
at the prospect of being sent home 
to what he feels is certain persecu¬ 
tion. And that terror has kept him 
from facing U.S. authorities em¬ 
powered to send him home. 

“You can get a hundred lash¬ 
ings or stoned to death or impris¬ 
oned” for being gay in Pakistan, 
KJ declared. 

Until now, KJ hasn’t had to 
face the music, but after 9/11, with 
the nation on the alert for poten¬ 
tial terrorists, his number’s up: 
this week the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service began call¬ 
ing citizens and nationals of Pak¬ 
istan and Saudi Arabia to register, 
be fingerprinted, and interviewed 


medical records an average of 11 
years after they became infected 
with HIV. She found that “75 per¬ 
cent of the men who were consis¬ 
tently positive” for GBV-C were 
still alive, but only 39 percent of 
men who never saw the coinfec¬ 
tion were still alive. Worse yet were 
the 12 people who had been in¬ 
fected with GBV-C but had 
cleared the virus, only 16 percent 
of them were still alive. 

“Persistently carrying this virus 
gives a substantial benefit to the 
men who carry it,” concluded 
Williams. “It’s like giving some¬ 
body another 300 T-cells.” 

The protective effect of GBV-C 


under oath. On Tuesday, Feb. 18, 
KJ underwent an all-day interview 
and learned the INS will now ini¬ 
tiate “removal proceedings.” Un¬ 
less he receives asylum, he could 
be deported. 

“He might be detained and have 
to get out on bail,” said Dusty Arau¬ 
jo, asylum program coordinator for 
the International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission, who 
has reviewed KJ’s case. “It could 
take the INS days or weeks to check 
on who he is.” However, Araujo 
added, KJ “has been in the country 
undocumented quite a few years,” 
which could cause him a problem. 
In ordinary circumstances, howev¬ 
er, once a person has filed an appli¬ 
cation for asylum with the INS, 
which KJ has, “you have legal status 
in the process of seeking remedy,” 
which affords at least temporary 
protection. 

Marta Donayre, co-founder of 
Love Sees No Borders 
(www.loveseesnoborders.org), 
public education director of the 
National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, and a member of the steer¬ 
ing committee for Amnesty Inter¬ 
national’s “Out Front Program,” is 
not entirely optimistic. 

“The problem right now,” she 
said, “is that whatever was hap¬ 
pening before 9/11 that was bad 
[in terms of dealing with the INS] 
is now worse.” 

With respect to the INS regis¬ 
tration program, said Donayre, 
“there have been a lot of abuses by 
the INS. A lot of people are being 
sent to detention and expelled. If 
you are an American with a part¬ 
ner from Pakistan, you have no 
way of protecting your partner. 
It’s impacting this community a 
lot. Most of the people stay silent. 
Visas have been denied abroad be¬ 
cause of same-sex relationships. 
We have had couples who are re¬ 
luctant even to talk to us. There’s a 
very high level of paranoia.” 
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appears to decline over time, 
which suggests to Stapleton “that 
HIV is doing something bad to 
the [cellular] environment.” 

Williams is wary of conducting 
a trial that would actively infect a 
person with GBV-C to control 
HIV. While a persistent infection 
may be beneficial, “if they clear it, 
they’re in trouble.” Stapleton has 
fewer reservations; he could envi¬ 
sion carrying out such a trial in 
advanced patients who have few 
other options. Better understand¬ 
ing the mechanisms of GBV-C in¬ 
fection may lead to development 
of small molecule therapies based 
on those mechanisms. 


Williams said that treatment of 
hepatitis C may result in the clear¬ 
ance of GBV-C. If the beneficial 
aspects of GBV-C’s inhibition of 
HIV infection are confirmed, that 
would pose additional dilemmas 
of whether or not to treat HCV in 
those individuals who are coin¬ 
fected with all three viruses. 

Both researchers said it would 
be important to look at HIV long¬ 
term non or slow progressors to 
evaluate the presence and impact 
of GBV-C on their disease, in 
much the same way that re¬ 
searchers examine the presence of 
the CCR5 delta-32 mutation to 
see the effect. ▼ 



DJ KJ on the job 


While KJ’s fears of deportation 
are real, by no means is he alone in 
his struggle to stay in the U.S. He 
has an asylum hearing with the INS 
scheduled for February 24 - his 
best chance at staying in America - 
and his case is being handled by 
Robert Jobe, one of San Francisco’s 
most respected asylum attorneys. 

Broad support 

Beyond that, in San Francisco 
alone, not to mention Los Angeles 
and Kirkland, Washington, where 
he has also lived, KJ has many 
friends working to keep him safe 
in the U.S. Included in the roster 
of KJ supporters are such gay 
community leaders as Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co) and Supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano and Bevan Dufty, as well as SF 
Pride Executive Director Teddy 
Witherington, and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Late Night Coalition’s John 
Wood, who views KJ as a local 
treasure. They-and countless oth¬ 
ers are circulating petitions and 
drafting letters to show the INS 
and anyone else who cares that KJ 
is a beloved figure in the local 
dance scene, having contributed 
to many gay festivities. They feel 
he deserves asylum in America, 
where he has become an integral, 
highly valued part of the gay and 
lesbian social fabric. 

Clearly KJ faces a dire situation 
if forced back home. 

“Gays in Pakistan live in shame 
and fear,” KJ said. “It’s not ac¬ 
knowledged, respected, and appre¬ 
ciated as it is here. If I go back to 
Pakistan, I would go to my mom’s 
place and she would pressure me 
to get married, which means emo¬ 
tional torture for myself and the 
woman I marry. I can’t stand liv¬ 
ing a lie anymore. I fear if my iden¬ 
tity is revealed, I could be tortured, 
blackmailed, kidnapped, raped. Is¬ 
lamic law punishes gays by flog¬ 
ging, torture, stoning. Especially 
me being a minority. I’ll be treated 
as less than human.” 

He lived in Karachi until he 
was 17, and was always being 
made fun of because he didn’t 
play sports or act macho. 

“I didn’t actually come out 


there, but I was outed,” KJ said. “I 
became very isolated and had to 
keep feelings inside myself. My 
sister knew my life in Pakistan, 
that I wasn’t going to make it for 
very long. She filed for my student 
visa, and I came to Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia and went to high school in 
Irvine, and then to Irvine Valley 
Community College, but I didn’t 
finish college. I was able to take 
classes without being harassed. 
For the first time ever I started 
going to gay youth groups and 
dance clubs and people were open 
to being my friend without sexual 
connotations to it.” 

Now KJ lives in a funky pad in 
the inner Mission District, sharing 
it with other gay artists who do 
makeup, photography, and land¬ 
scaping, among other pursuits. KJ 
himself barely gets by deejaying 
and doing odd jobs such as house 
painting. His sister and brother 
send him money, but he squeezes 
by on a very bare minimum. He’s 
the epitome of an artist living on 
the edge. 

“I’m not ashamed to ask for 
protection from America,” said KJ. 
“I am a human being like every¬ 
body else. I’ve found respect, dig¬ 
nity, and stability here, and they’re 
all very dear to me, and I didn’t 
have those things growing up in 
Pakistan, and being in America 
has provided me the chance to 
focus on my art.” 

Without a doubt, his art has 
had a mighty impact. He has dee- 
jayed at four Pink Saturdays, and 
an equal number of Halloween 
celebrations in the Castro, starting 
in 1998. His deejay stand, most 
often set up in front of Nirvana 
restaurant, always draws the 
youngest crowds eager to experi¬ 
ence KJ’s cutting-edge progressive- 
trance sounds. KJ has spun at 
Pride Celebrations in Civic Center 
since 1998, including on two floats 
- Blue Room (1999) and Brain- 
drops (2000) - the Red Bull dance 
stage (2001), and S,F Late Night 
Coalition’s “Tantra” stage (2002). 
He also DJ’d for the “World Peace 
through Technology Fair” in San 
Francisco, better known as the 
“How Weird Street Fair,” where 
he’s been music coordinator for 
last three years. On top of that, 
over the last five consecutive years, 
he’s deejayed at least 30 times at 
the ultimate outdoor venue, Burn¬ 
ing Man, out on the Black Rock 
Desert of Nevada. By that count, 
KJ - a close friend of world- 
renowned Indian DJ Goa Gill - 
may be the most requested and 
danced-to deejay on the playa. 

“KJ is a very gentle being who 
uses music to make people joy¬ 
ous,” says friend and music col¬ 
laborator Wood, legislative analyst 
of the SF Late Night Coalition, 
which builds bridges between the 
dance community and civic lead¬ 
ers. “He’s not involved in politics 
at all. His whole life is about art 
and music.” ▼

New treatments for 
HIV look promising

<, asic research into the mole¬ 
cular nature of infection of 
w HIV “is now paying off with 
the design of inhibitors of that 
replicative process” for both old 
and new targets of intervention, 
said one doctor at an HIV/AIDS 
conference last week. 

“It’s an exciting and important 
year'for therapy,” said Dr. John 
Mellors, “the pipeline of new an¬ 
tiretrovirals is fuller than it has 
been for a long time.

“It seems that for the first time 
we are beginning to keep up with 
the virus in terms of its ability to 
develop resistance,” Mellors, a 
University of Pittsburgh re¬ 
searcher and conference organiz¬ 
er, told reporters at the 10th Con¬ 
ference on Retroviruses and Op¬ 
portunistic Infections, held in 
Boston February 10-14. 

One of the promising new 
drugs is TMC114, a protease in¬ 
hibitor (PI) first identified by the 
company Tibotec. It has shown 
excellent activity in the lab against 
many of the major Pi-resistant 
strains of virus. 

Dr. Kiekawus Arasteh, a re¬ 
searcher in Berlin, said the drug 
was administered with a low dose 
of ritonavir, as are many other Pis, 
to help maintain higher concen¬ 
trations in the blood. It replaced 
the failing PI in the combination 
therapy. The phase II trial of 50 
patients was only 14 days lpng and 
was designed to help determine 
the best dose for larger trials. 

The reduction in viral load 
ranged from 0.47 to 2.5 logs 
across the three arms of the trial, 
with a mean reduction of 1.35 


logs. Some 40 percent of these 
highly experienced patients be¬ 
came undetectable as measured by 
an assay with a cutoff of 400 
copies of the virus. All but one of 
the patients on TCM114/r showed 
at least a half log drop in viral load 
from baseline. 

“There was no statistically sig¬ 
nificant difference between the 
three treatment arms.” said Arasteh. 

The drug was generally well 
tolerated. About a third of the pa¬ 
tients experienced lower GI prob¬ 
lems such as diarrhea and flatu¬ 
lence, while headache (16 percent) 
and dizziness (11 percent) also 
were observed. One patient dis¬ 
continued due to GI events and 
another due to hepatotoxicity, 
though it is not clear if the drug 
contributed to the latter incident. 

When an audience member 
expressed concern that this was 
yet another PI that used low dose 
ritonavir, Arasteh said they “don’t 
know yet if it is necessary to boost 
this compound, there are other 
ongoing trials” that don’t use ri¬ 
tonavir as a boost. 

TNX-355 

TNX-355 is a monoclonal an¬ 
tibody that takes a very different 
approach. It is what can broadly 
be classified as an entry inhibitor, 
the first of which, T-20 is likely to 
be approved by the Food and 
Drug Administration in the next 
few months. There are at least 
three points during the entry 
process where drugs seem to be 
able to disrupt and block HIV 
from entering cells to infect them. 

TNX-355 targets the CD4 re¬ 
ceptor that HIV first latches on to 
during the entry process. It at¬ 
taches to the side of the CD4 re¬ 
ceptor in a way that does not in¬ 
terfere with its regular function as 
a chemokine receptor. Nor does it 
interfere with HIV’s docking with 
the CD4 receptor, but it does get 
in the way and prevent HIV from 
taking further steps in the process 
of entering the cell. 
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Dr. Daniel Kuritzkes, a re¬ 
searcher at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital in Boston, presented data 
on the first time the drug was put 
into humans. 

It was a safety study, a phase I 
trial in 30 heavily treatment expe¬ 
rienced HIV patients, 19 of whom 
were failing HAART. Entry crite¬ 
ria included a CD4 count greater 
than 100, stable viral load greater 
than 5,000 copies, and no or sta¬ 
ble therapy for at least eight weeks 
prior to enrollment. Groups of 
patients were given increasing 
amounts of a single dose of the 
drug based upon weight. 

“There was a dose dependent 
decline in viral load, with an aver¬ 
age reduction of 1.4 logs,” said Ku¬ 
ritzkes. CD4 counts increased in a 
manner that is seen with declines 
in viral load using other combina¬ 
tions of therapy. 

A single administration of the 
higher doses of TNX-355 coated 
the CD4 receptors for 15-27 days. 
“The nadir of the viral load was 
closely related to the duration of 
the coating,” he said. That means 
that injections of the monoclonal 
antibody may have to be given 
only once every 2-3 weeks. 

Another likely advantage is 
that it offers an entirely new strat¬ 
egy for controlling HIV. It is like¬ 
ly that the virus will have to evolve 
different mutation patterns from 
those to existing drugs in order to 
develop resistance to the mono¬ 
clonal antibody. 

One potential stumbling block 
was seen in macaques (monkeys) 
given multiple doses of the mono¬ 
clonal - they developed antibod¬ 
ies to it that blocked activity of the 
drug. But chimpanzees did not 
develop such antibodies. Ku¬ 
ritzkes is hoping that humans will 
react similarly to their closer ge¬ 
netic relation. Results from the 
single dose trial in humans are en¬ 
couraging. Nonetheless, the issue 
is one that will be closely moni¬ 
tored as the*drug moves into larg-

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TGs often get the runaround from gov’t

he following is an occasion- 

S al column compiled by the 
Transgender Law Center 
that answers basic legal questions 
of interest to San Francisco’s 
transgender, intersex, gender-vari¬ 
ant, and genderqueer communi¬ 
ties. 

As some U.S. government offi¬ 
cials grow increasingly worried 
about the security of identity doc¬ 
uments, it is becoming more dif¬ 
ficult for transgender people to re¬ 
ceive accurate information about 
requirements for updating gov¬ 
ernment and business records. 
This column will highlight some 
of the different questions that the 
Transgender Law Center has re¬ 
ceived over the last six months 
and lay out, to the best of my 
knowledge, the answers to each. 

As always, this information 
should not be relied on as legal ad¬ 
vice.

changing identity documents. 

Q: Do I need to get a court order 
to change my name with the 
DMV? 

A: No. While some Department of 
Motor Vehicles employees will tell 
you differently, the DMV has 
made no modifications to its 
name change policy. All you need 
to do to change the name and 
gender marker on your identifica¬ 
tion is' to have -your physician 
qpmplete the DL-328 form. In 
completing this form, your physi¬ 
cian is declaring that you have 
transitioned from your birth iden¬ 
tified gender to your true gender. 
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You do not need to have under¬ 
gone any form of hormone or sur¬ 
gical treatment to utilize this 
form. 

If you are told anything differ¬ 
ently by a DMV employee in re¬ 
gards to either a name or gender 
marker change you should request 
to speak to a supervisor. That per¬ 
son can be directed to their office’s 
field manual for additional infor¬ 
mation on the requirements for 
using the DL-328. If you continue 
to have difficulties, do not hesitate 
to contact me for assistance at the 
above phone number or 
e-mail address. 

A quick note, the 
DL-328 form itself is 
laid out in a some¬ 
what confusing 
manner. To help 
people complete it 
properly, TLC has 
created an instruc¬ 
tion sheet. You can 
request a copy of 
the form and/or the 
instruction sheet by contacting 
me. 

Q: I changed my name and gender 
marker on my driver's license 
more than five years ago. At the 
time, I did not change the same 
information on my Social Security 
account. When it came time to 
renew my driver's license, I re¬ 
ceived a letter from the DMV in¬ 
forming me that I could not renew 
my license in my current name be¬ 
cause it did not match my Social 
Security records. Do I really have 
to go back to having my birth 
name on my driver's license? 

A: No, all you need to do is update 
your Social Security records. At 
one time, a person could change 
the name and gender marker on 
their driver’s license or California 
ID without having to also change 
the same information with the So¬ 
cial Security Administration. 
However, in the late 1990s, due to 
concerns over identity theft, the 
DMV changed its policy and 
began to only issue a license or ID 
to someone in the name that 
matches their Social Security 
records. 

Therefore, if you received a let¬ 
ter from the DMV saying that they 
will only reissue your license in 
the name on your Social Security 
account, you’ll simply need to go 
to Social Security and change your 
name there. If your license or ID 
is about to expire, you should be 
able to request an extension on 
the renewal so that you can cor¬ 
rect your information with the 
Social Security Administration. 

To do that, you simply need to 
fill out a SS-5 form and submit it 
with the proper identification to 
the Social Security Administra¬ 
tion. While you do not need a 
court order, you will need to have 
identification in both your old 



name and your new name. If you 
have questions about what is ap¬ 
propriate identification, either 
contact me or take a look at the 
Social Security Administration’s 
Web site at www.ssa.gov. 

While you do not need to up¬ 
date the gender marker at the So¬ 
cial Security Administration in 
order to get a license or ID with 
the correct gender marker, you 
can do so. The Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration has guidelines for 
what documents you’ll need to 
produce to do this. To get more 
information on this poli¬ 
cy, contact TLC. 


Q: I'm a permanent 
resident and was 
told that I could 
only change the 
name on my Social 
Security account 
after I have 
changed it on my 
green card. Is that 
true? 


A. No. The Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration once had a policy 
like this, but has since changed it. 
Which is a good thing since it can 
be time consuming to change the 
name on your green card. All you 
will need to do is follow the above 
instructions for changing your 
name. If you have any problems, 
please contact TLC. 

Q: I want to change the name on 
my MediCal account. Since I am 
on SSDI (which is how I have 
MediCal), I have been told that I 
need to change my name with the 
Social Security Administration. I 
have done that, but MediCal does 
not seem to recognize the change. 
Any idea what is going on? 

A. Probably. The first thing I have 
to make clear is that MediCal (and 
HMOs that service MediCal 
clients) seems to be, from my lim¬ 
ited experience, a little inconsis¬ 
tent about changing people’s 
name and gender marker in their 
records. However, as you have de¬ 
scribed the situation, your prob¬ 
lem is likely with the Social Secu¬ 
rity Administration. 

As a person on SSDI, you have 
both a Social Security account and 
a SSDI account. Just because you 
have changed your name on your 
Social Security account, that does¬ 
n’t mean that your name has been 
changed on your SSDI account. A 
quick call your local Social Secu¬ 
rity office should shed some light 
on the situation. 

You should first ask the agent 
to check your Social Security ac¬ 
count just to make sure the 
change went through. That same 
person should also be able to 
check your SSDI account. Likely, 
that is where the problem lies. If 
your birth name is still on your 
SSDI account, the agent should be 
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able to process the change for you 
over the phone. 

If you have already provided 
the Social Security Administration 
with information for changing 
your Social Security account, you 
should not need to provide this 
information a second time to 
change your SSDI account. Once 
you change these records, your 
MediCal account should become 
updated within a month. Howev¬ 
er, you may need to follow up with 
another call to MediCal to make 
sure. 

If you have MediCal through a 
program other than SSDI, you 
should contact your county ad¬ 
ministrator to update your 
records. As always, contact TLC 
for assistance if problems arise. 

Q: I have changed my name on my 
driver's license and with Social 
Security. However, when I went to 
my bank to change my name 
there, I was told that I would need 
a court order. Is this true? 

A: No. California law recognizes 
your ability to change your name 
without a court order. This is why 
you are able to change your 
records at the DMV and SSA 
without one. Unfortunately, some 
banks and other businesses be¬ 
lieve otherwise. I know of at least 
a couple of people who have had 
to switch banks over this issue. 

One thing to keep in mind 
when you do get a bank to comply 
with your request is that you may 


want to maintain your old name 
somewhere in your account 
record. This is especially true if 
you receive an annual payment of 
some sort or have people in your 
life that will refuse to write checks 
to you in your current name. 

Some people have done this by 
simply adding their current name 
to their account. The result is that 
they have what looks like a joint 
account even though both names 
are theirs. A second option is to 
have your old name listed as an 
AKA (also known as) in your ac¬ 
count records. Doing so will allow 
you to deposit checks written to 
your old name.

much his staff can do. 

For now, health officials intend 
to rely on doctors to voluntarily 
report MSRA cases to them. Nor 
do they foresee, at this point, in¬ 
terviewing' gay men who have 
MSRA in order to determine how 
these men became infected. 

“We will send out a survey to 
physicians to inquire about their 
interest,” Dr. Tomas Aragon, di¬ 
rector of community health, epi¬ 
demiology and disease control for 
the health department, said dur¬ 
ing the forum at the LGBT Com¬ 
munity Center. “We need a good 
surveillance system to be in place 
first. We don’t have the resources 
to interview people.” 

But Dr. William Owen, a mem¬ 
ber of the forum panel who has a 
private practice in the Castro, 
called on the city to investigate 
how gay men are acquiring 
MSRA. 

“We need to do some effective 
contact tracing to determine the 
mode of how this is spread,” said 
Owen. “We haven’t done any per¬ 
son to person interviews. Just like 
we did in the early days of the 
AIDS epidemic, we need to be 
doing extensive interviews with 
people.” 

Owen also criticized health of¬ 


ficials for not informing medical 
providers about the MSRA infec¬ 
tions. . . 4 , l.. , .. ,-r.n 

“There has to be communica¬ 
tion between DPH and the private 
labs in this city. Not all of these 
cases are being reported and not 
all of these are being cultured,” 
said Owen. “I don’t think we real¬ 
ly know the magnitude of this in 
the Bay Area. There is no system¬ 
atized way we can get a handle on 
this at this time.” 

Not everyone agreed such ef¬ 
forts are necessary. John Stansell, 
director of HIV services at San 
Francisco General Hospital, said 
he was skeptical of taking such an 
approach. 

“I am worried about your call 
for trace tracking. We can’t assume 
anything about the data,” he said. 

While they do not have a full 
grasp as to the extent of MSRA in 
the community, those monitoring 
the staph infections said there is 
reason to be concerned. 

“We can’t tell for certain if it is 
a problem or not. But right now 
there is enough evidence to be 
concerned,” said Edwin 
Charlebois, an infectious disease 
specialist at San Francisco Gener-. 
al Hospital. “This is not a new bug 
and it is not a new resistant staph. 
What is new is MSRA is now mov¬ 
ing into communities we haven’t 
previously identified.” T

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er trials. 

Another entry inhibitor candi¬ 
date is in early development by 
Pfizer. Manos Perros said they 
screened a library of compounds 
for anti-HIV activity in laboratory 
cell lines. UK-427,857 shows ac¬ 
tivity against virus that use the 
CCR5 coreceptor to gain access to 
cells, but not against virus that 
uses the CXCR4 coreceptor. Most 


HIV uses CCR5 and generally 
switches to CXCR4 only in the 
most advanced stages of disease. 

“There seems to be more an¬ 
tiviral activity than just binding to 
the cell coreceptor,” he said. If the 
compound is washed away from 
the cells, the protective effect 
seems to remain for at least 2-4 
hours. They are trying to figure 
out exactly where the compound 
binds, likely on some portion of 
the CCR5 coreceptor. There likely 
will be a synergy between various 
types of entry inhibitors. T

presently putting together in the 
upper Market area.” 

District 8 Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty, who replaced Leno on the 
board, dined with residents of Ark 
House in January and has asked 
Mayor Willie Brown to help in se¬ 
curing a new home for the pro¬ 
gram. 

“I am ready to move forward 
and bring together city partners 
and anyone from the philanthrop¬ 
ic community to come forward 
and help us find a permanent 
home for this facility,” said Dufty. 
“There is a lot of vacant property 
in the city. There are a number of 
options we can explore but there 
is not a lot of turnaround time.” 

Politzer said the agency is eye- 1 
ing several properties throughout 
the upper Market Street area, and 
has been negotiating with the 
owners of the building adjacent to 
the LGBT Community Center at 
1800 Market Street. 

“The building next to the com¬ 
munity center would allow this 
program to expand over time and 
allow this agency to provide many 
more programs and services in 
that area,” said Politzer. 

To date, no lease has been 
signed and it is uncertain when 
and where a new home will be 
found for Ark House. Politzer said 
he does not want the process to 
drag on much longer. 

“I am not going to put any 
time frame on that property [next 
to the center] but it will not be as 
long as we have been at 2500 Mar¬ 
ket Street,” he said. “It should be 
happening very soon.” 

For the time being, Ark House 
will move into an old Victorian that 
the nonprofit agency has a long¬ 
term lease on and uses to house 
various programs. The new loca¬ 
tion also affords the youth a more 
home-like environment during 
their stay, compared to the current 
location that still feels like a gym. 
Communal bathrooms are located 
on the first floor while on the sec¬ 
ond floor, partitions divide the old 
workout space into living quarters. 

The new house provides bed¬ 
rooms for Ark House residents 
and has a working kitchen which 
could allow the residents to cook 
meals together. For the last two 
years, the program has catered 
meals, and Politzer said the agency 
is looking at whether to have the 
youth prepare their own food. 

“It feels more homey and it 
definitely is more residential in 
nature. It is a very quiet building 
and it’s a beautiful building,” said 
Politzer. 

The pending move is wel¬ 
comed by Ark House’s immediate

neighbors, who said they are 
heartened to see the city and the 
agency honor the agreement with 
the neighborhood. When Ark 
House was originally proposed as 
a drop-in center for homeless 
youth, neighbors objected and 
hammered out a deal between the 
city and Ark of Refuge to change 
the scope of the project to a more 
controlled program. 

As part of the agreement, the 
two-year clause was built into the 
terms of the program’s lease. Cas¬ 
tro residents involved in the nego¬ 
tiations said the city’s adherence 
to the agreement will enhance its 
ability to work with neighbor¬ 
hood groups on future projects. 

“It is important commitments 
made to neighborhoods be hon¬ 
ored,” said Gustavo Serina, presi¬ 
dent of the Eureka Valley Promo¬ 
tion Association. “They made a 
commitment they would only be 
there for two years. It was a very 
controversial aspect to the negotia¬ 
tions. It is nice to know that the city 


and Ark of Refuge kept their word.” 

Some neighbors who at First 
were skeptical of Ark House’s ar¬ 
rival said the program will be 
missed, somewhat. 

“I have found the Ark House * 
and the residents of Ark House to 
generally be good neighbors. They 
have been, by all accounts, consid¬ 
erate,” said Mike Babbitt, who 
lives next door to the facility. 

Babbitt sits on a neighborhood 
advisory committee set up to ad¬ 
dress potential problems and en¬ 
courage dialogue between neigh¬ 
bors and program officials. 

“They have been a good neigh¬ 
bor. Part of me is saying ‘Gosh 
what is going to be there next?’ We 
kind of had a nice little living 
arrangement between us,” said 
Babbitt. “If a nightclub moves in, 
it certainly would be bad. I am of 
two minds about the whole thing.” 

As Ark House prepares to relo¬ 
cate, Politzer said he hopes the 
program will be warmly received 
by a new set of neighbors. And 
once it does find a solid founda¬ 
tion, Ark House hopes to open its 
doors to even more homeless 
queer youth in need of help to get 
off the streets. 

“It is a very bad time right now 
for a lot of existing programs and 
to be able to maintain this pro¬ 
gram at the level we will is some¬ 
thing that is encouraging to us be¬ 
cause the long-term plans for this 
agency is to provide a breadth of 
housing services for LGBTQ 
adults not just transitional. We 
want to maintain this until the 
economy is growing and we can 
expand in the future,” said 
Politzer. ▼

igure skating at Gay Games 
VI proved a wonderful com¬ 
munity bridge-builder in a 
great facility, despite being a bit 
out of the way at Macquarie Ice 
Rink in suburban North Sydney. 

Being set in the middle of Syd¬ 
ney’s largest shopping mall, with 
windows overlooking the 
rink from a McDonald’s, 
added pop culture 
panache. 

Unlike the messy events 
of Gay Games V, medals 
would actually be awarded 
in Sydney. In 1998, a volley of 
. disagreements between 
skating unions and 
Dutch Games organiz¬ 
ers left many figure 
skaters bereft, despite 
the token medals doled 
out to all competitors at what was 
hastily renamed a “public prac¬ 
tice.” 

Having completed two lengthy 
days of competition in Sydney, a 
diverse mix of skaters got to cut 
loose and show off their favorite 
creative routines on the Friday of 
Gay Games week at a gala show¬ 
case performance. From novices 
to Olympic competitors, it was a 
festive show that played to a sold- 
out house. 

Solos, duets, and both amusing 
and somber group routines were 
performed. Former Olympians, 
some even retired, came to Sydney 
to perform, including Jouquin 
Guerrero Sandoval and David 
MacLean, the Australian former 
novice pairs champion, whose 
“Swan Lake” left a few feathers on 
the ice amid the congratulatory 
tossed flowers. 

New York’s Laura Moore, a 
founder of the International Gay 
& Lesbian Figure Skating Union 
whose work led to the first inclu¬ 
sion of figure skating at Gay 
Games IV in New York, looked re¬ 
splendent in a form-fitting glittery 
rainbow body suit. Her designer? 
“Me!” she bubbled. 

She had reason to smile, hav¬ 
ing won yet another three medals, 
including her creative section, 
which layered multiple drag cos¬ 
tumes in a gender-bending and 
amusing display.

shelter.” 

Providers at San Francisco 
General Hospital have reported 
treating girls for shackle wounds, 
sex abuse, and other injuries, and 
then having no choice but to re¬ 
lease them to their pimps who 
were waiting for them to return to 
work. The criminal justice system, 
unfortunately, tends to arrest 
these girls for prostitution (174 
last year alone), while successfully 
prosecuting only a very small 
number of their pimps. And while 
there is an immediate identified 
need for girls, according to task 
force members, child exploitation 


is not gender-biased, and there are 
indeed young boys who suffer 
similar victimization. 

The.task force will be present¬ 
ing its findings to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on Tuesday, February 
25, and calling for the city to help 
fund its recommendations: a se¬ 
cure house, a 24-hour hotline, and 
outreach and prevention pro¬ 
grams for vulnerable youth.

CDC: Prevention review 
panels may change

gencies working in HIV 
, ■ prevention may soon Find 
themselves battling a new 
attack on the work they do from 
conservative lawmakers. 

For years, Republicans in 
Washington have questioned 
whether workshops addressing 
such topics as bondage, S&M, and 
ejaculation are sound prevention 
methods. The agencies that host 
these workshops have always 
countered that local review pan¬ 
els, as required by federal guide¬ 
lines, have reviewed the workshop 
materials and deemed the forums 
appropriate prevention strategies. 

Now the federal agency in 
charge of setting standards for 
these local review panels is exam¬ 
ining how communities select 
members to sit on the panels. And 
it is opening a door for conserva¬ 
tives to argue that their views are 
not being taken into account by 
these local panels. 

Dr. Julie Gerberding, the direc¬ 
tor of the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, has de¬ 
termined the agency needs to pro¬ 
vide improved guidance about the 
membership of the program re¬ 
view panels. 

“These panels are intended to 
represent a broad spectrum of the 
community, not narrow interest 
groups,” wrote Gerberding in a 
letter last week sent to Represen¬ 
tative Mark Souder (R-Indiana). 
“In addition, we learned that ser¬ 
vice on the [panels]"is extremely 
time-consuming and at times 
burdensome for volunteers, a fac¬ 
tor that may influence the pool of 
interested candidates.” 

The questions surrounding the 
review panel process stem from a

Brown said Jose Merel said, “I 
can’t believe this.

two-year battle between conserva¬ 
tive lawmakers who questioned 
whether the Stop AIDS Project’s 
intervention programs were sci¬ 
entifically sound. Stop AIDS offi¬ 
cials stood by their programs, ar¬ 
guing not only did they adhere to 
federal standards but were appro¬ 
priate strategies to engage gay 
men about how to protect them¬ 
selves from HIV and other sexual¬ 
ly transmitted diseases. 

For now, Stop AIDS seems to 
have won the battle. After a team 
of CDC investigators conducted a 
review of the agency last August, 
and three researchers consulted by 
the federal agency reviewed the 
success of Stop AIDS efforts, “the 
team concluded that the design 
and delivery of Stop AIDS preven¬ 
tion activities was based on cur¬ 
rent accepted behavioral science 
theories in the area of health pro¬ 
motion,” wrote Gerberding in her 
letter, dated February 13. 

But the questions surrounding 
the local review panels could pre¬ 
sent problems for Stop AIDS and 
other agencies in the future. As 
Gerberding states in her letter, 
“these are generic issues that may 
affect all CDC-funded programs, 
not just those in San Francisco.” 

The letter is a cause for concern 
for Steven Tierney, the city’s direc¬ 
tor of HIV prevention, who over¬ 
sees the local review process in San 
Francisco. He said when the CDC 
investigators came last year, they fo¬ 
cused much attention on how peo¬ 
ple are selected to sit on the panels. 

“They asked us how would 
communities of faith find out and 
volunteer to be on the panel. We 
said to them that is a very good 
question,” said Tierney. “There are 
no guidelines that say we have to 
represent the whole city, just those 
communities affected by the epi¬ 


the grind area,” Brown said. “She 
looked puzzled as I touched.

Magidson had his arms around 
Araujo’s waist and was grasping at 
her underwear. 

“If I see balls,” Brown claimed 
Magidson said, “if I see balls. 
What’s this?” 

Magidson then choked Araujo. 

“Mike got her by the neck and 
choked her,” Brown said. 


demic.” 

Currently, the city lists posi¬ 
tions for the panels in the Bay Area 
Reporter and through announce¬ 
ments to nearly 50 community- 
based partners. As a result, Tierney 
said it is usually gay men who re¬ 
view programs for gay men, or in¬ 
jection drug users reviewing pro¬ 
grams for other IDUs and so forth. 

Given the new political realities 
in Washington, Tierney said it is 
possible the federal government 
could now require local jurisdic¬ 
tions to have people with various 
backgrounds and viewpoints sit 
on the panels. 

“In terms of a concern, they re¬ 
cently had a prevention meeting 
in which the Eagle Forum and 
Concerned Citizens of America 
and the Family Research Council 
were all represented. Those groups 
come with a very specific, conser¬ 
vative, abstinence-only agenda,” 
said Tierney. “Now that they are 
being invited to the table, would 
there be a call to make sure we 
represent all facets of the commu¬ 
nity and does that mean all reli¬ 
gious and political mindsets?” 

Such requirements could prove 
problematic for agencies working 
with gay men in more conserva¬ 
tive communities. Considering 
the liberal leanings of San Fran¬ 
cisco, it may not become prob¬ 
lematic for local agencies. 

“I think the ongoing problem 
is this; when they say represent the 
community we need to remind 
people in Atlanta that the com¬ 
munity in San Francisco is very 
different than the community na¬ 
tionally,” remarked Tierney. “Peo¬ 
ple who live in San Francisco do 
so because it is a certain kind of 
environment. We believe the 
membership of the panel does 
represent the community.”T

F inding the art of our deeply troubled 
and bound-to-become-more-an- 
guished era is a problematic task. 
We’re too close, yet we look to artists 
to somehow capture the Zeitgeist. 
Two exhibitions in LA’s West Side do 
this in opposite ways. Bill Viola of¬ 
fers slickly produced paeans to emotional pain 
at the Getty Center, while the Hammer offers a 
satisfying global survey of young artists work¬ 
ing in the scrappy realm of drawing. 

Though he works with high-end video, 
Viola is one of the most humanistic artists of 
our age. His technologically complex but time- 
lessly earnest projects deal with the big stuff: 
life, death and spiritual quests. He’s on record 
as being inspired by Persian poet-philosopher 
Rumi: classic, but not exactly hip. His recent, 
rather emotional works are currently show¬ 
cased at the Getty, an art show that takes on 
event status with streetlight advertisement- 
banners posted miles away from the acropolis¬ 
like museum/research complex. Of course, 
nothing quite lives up to that kind of ad cam¬ 
paign. 

Titled The Passions, the exhibition features a 
baker’s dozen of recent pieces that explore the 
range of human emotions, though pain and 
anguish, so cursorily dealt with in US culture, 
emerge most memorably here. The pieces, pre¬

sented in gorgeously crisp resolution on flat 
plasma screens of varying sizes — from im¬ 
posing painting scale to snapshot-on-the- 
mantle size —- feature actors emoting with 
thespian zeal. 

“Six Heads” shows the face of a mature, 
bearded white man, times six, simultaneously 
expressing bemusement, pensiveness, conster¬ 
nation and spiritual|ennui. Positioned on the 
wall label nearby is a figurative drawing from 
the Getty collection, of the kind of Renaissance 
artwork that Viola quotes here, and he does a 
good job of it. The six simultaneously active 
visages add up to a full picture of humanity. 

Viola shows us variations on this theme, as 
he uses a range of film speeds and scales. “The 
Quintet of the Astonished” features a group of 
five actors flexing their chops as a huddled 
group. Posed against a black backdrop, they are 
happy, sad, and points between, and rendered 
in chiaroscuro lighting that’s downright gor¬ 
geous. The trouble is, the piece seems so stagy 
that it’s difficult to empathize. A woman 
clutches her breast in teary grief, while a man 
comforts her from behind. 

Towards the center, a man you might recog¬ 
nize as performance artist and actor John Fleck 
comes off like a major drama-queen, launch¬ 
ing into Oscar-worthy silent screams. The the-

Anxious infidels 


Tense days for hotties & notties

e don’t know what to 
| T: I worry about first: terror¬ 
ists, North Korea, Iraq, 
Iran, war, W., the economy kicking 
the bucket, the dividend kickback, 
the plummeting stock market, or 
our deadline. How about if we 
worry about them all in one big, 
queer worry? The way our govern¬ 
ment goes on about stocking up on 
duct tape and gas masks, it’s clear 
the only ones left standing after the 
war will be kinky S&M survivalists 
who already own all the right gear. 
You know who you are. 

But we continue to go out and 
engage — only connect! — partly 
because we think the terror alerts 
are designed to frighten people 
into staying home and consum¬ 
ing, and partly because attending 
cultural events is what we do 
when we’re feeling nervous. 

Went to see The Quiet Ameri¬ 
can at the Bridge, and yes, as the 
jaded London Times correspon¬ 
dent in Saigon, Michael 
Caine is deserving of that 
Oscar nom for Best 
Actor. As the title QA, 

Brendan Fraser is 
quite good, too, though 
perhaps, with shoulders 
as broad as the Mekong, 
too adorable for the 
part. War intrudes 
quite brutally in 
the film, set in ’52 
French Indochina, 
just as it does in real 
life. In a vivid scene of shock and 
carnage, a Saigon cafe is bombed. 
Soon a montage of newspaper 
headlines reports a barrage of US 
airstrikes, and we’re right back to 
today’s fresh hell of international 
crises. 

Director Phillip Noyce’s 

movie turns out to be an antiwar 
film in its own way, though its de¬ 
velopment predated the current 
climate, and the source novel by 
Graham Greene was published 
way back in 1955. But we saw in 
Fraser’s portrayal of American 
bravura a sinister portent of our 
own age’s war fever.

Kicking up the shtick 


Nabbing The Producers' best sissy part

; ust because you’re gay does¬ 
n’t mean you can always get 
in touch with your inner 

sissy. 

“My sissy was horrible” 
Michael Paternostro said of his 
tryout for a role in Claudia Shear’s 
Dirty Blonde. “When The Produc¬ 
ers came along, it gave me anoth¬ 
er chance to go for broke.” 

This time, Paternostro worked 
alone for hours on his minces, 
swishes, and lisps. “I had a really 
hard time pulling it out,” he said 
from Seattle. But this time, his 
sissy worked, and Paternostro was 
rushed into the touring company 
of The Producers to replace a re¬ 
calcitrant actor in the role of Car¬ 
men Ghia. 

In the hit Mel Brooks musical, 
opening March 5 at the Orpheum, 
Carmen Ghia is the “common law 
assistant” to'Roger De Bris, the 
flaming queen hired to 
direct Springtime for 
Hitler. That, of course, is 
the musical within the 
musical that its schem¬ 
ing over-financed pro- • 
ducers are hoping is a 
colossal flop. Roger Bart, 
who happens to be 
straight, created the 
role of Carmen Ghia 
on Broadway. 


“I’ve seen some 
of the butchest guys in the world 
pull out the best inner sissy,” Pa¬ 
ternostro said. “What I do is very 
much an homage to what Roger 
did.” 

Not that Paternostro hasn’t put 
his own mark on the role. A friend 
who had seen Paternostro’s per¬ 
formance at the start of his tour 
recently saw it again. “He was, ‘Oh 
my God, what are you doing out 
there?’ I’m guess I’m a shameless, 
greedy character actor.” 

The Producers is the kind of 
show that allows an actor to kick 
up the shtick. “Comedy is the 
most slippery eel,” Paternostro 
said. “You never know when a 
laugh that has been certain all 
along will die. It gives you the free¬ 
dom to go out there, balls to wall, 
and just say, ‘I have nothing to 
lose, because this moment is get¬ 
ting nothing.’” 

Paternostro, comic character 
actor, had first headed to New 
York to be a dancer. The New Or¬ 
leans native dropped out of 
Louisiana State University, and 
soon hooked up with summer 
stock and touring productions of 
A Chorus Line. 

His biggest break as a dancer 
came in the Broadway company of 
Fosse, in which he was part of the 
trio that helped stop the show 
each night with its sharp render¬ 
ing of “Steam Heat.” “Fosse was an 
amazing experience for me,” Pa¬ 
ternostro said. “It was the opposite 
of Sweet Smell." 

That would be The Sweet Smell 
of Success, last season’s high-pro¬ 
file failure starring John Lithgow. 
“I turned down Oklahoma! to do 
Sweet Smell. Isn’t that funny? I ap¬ 
preciated that it was doing differ¬ 
ent things, but when you were in 
it, you could see all the flaws.” 

Although Paternostro has 
passed on his chance to stay with 
The Producers for an extended run 
in Los Angeles after SF (he has a 
honey back in New York), he is 
having a ball because the audience 
is, too. “This is the boring part of 
the interview,” he said, “but yes, 
the show is what they say. The au-

Delectable diversions 

Pleasures of SF Ballet's Program III

an Francisco Ballet is on a 
roll — with mustard and 
relish. Subscription Pro¬ 
gram III is like a giant deli sand¬ 
wich, hunks of meat and cheese 
(sorry, vegetarians; Program II is 
your lunch) with peppers, olives 
and other good things to munch 
on. True, the program started 
Thursday night with a severely 
underrehearsed “Allegro Bril- 
lanteBalanchine, especially in his 
swift and fussy 1950s mode, is 
fatal when danced uncertainly. 

Only the unflappable Julie 
Diana was up to Mr. B’s incredible 
changes of direction, balances on a 
dime and lyrical arms. Everybody 
else looked mechanical, in that tired 
old SFB manner that used to make 
me hate Balanchine until Helgi 
Tomasson and Bonnie Bourne got 
here and cleaned up SFB’s act. (In 
fact, I would suggest flying the re¬ 
doubtable Ms. Bourne in for a week 
of instructing the boys how to 
“dress.” Does “Torrado” mean “can¬ 
taloupe” in Spanish?) 

The other problem with “Alle¬ 
gro” was the SFB Orchestra, not 
always operating well under guest 
conductor Andrew Mogrelia. The 
opening bars were so dissonant 
that I did a double-take — surely 
this ballet is set to Tchaikovsky, 
not Stravinsky? (While we’re on 
the subject, I had trouble with the 
music to Tomasson’s “Concerto 
Grosso” at the Gala because it was 
played so badly I thought it was a 
modern “take” on Corelli via 


Geminiani. Thursday night, pre¬ 
sumably after more rehearsal, it 
sounded properly baroque.) 

The injured Jaime Garcia 
Castilla was missed in “Concerto 
Grosso,” though corps member 
Jonathan Mangosing filled in 
valiantly. The other four men in 
this high-testosterone exercise 
were the same, only better. Pascal 
Molat, in red (costumes credited 
by Sandra Woodall), is a sight to 
behold. Not only does he qualify 
as a 10 on the Hunkometer, but he 
does stuff in the air that nobody 
that thick should be able to do — 
and I use the word “thick” in the 
slurpiest possible sense. 

We had hardly recovered from 
that heart-stopping ballet when 
the evening’s premiere, Christo¬ 
pher Wheeldon’s “Polyphonia,” 
raised the temperature another 50 
degrees. I missed last season’s 
“Continuum” (and can now hard¬ 
ly wait to see it on Program VII), 
but I do have hideous memories 
of Wheeldon’s first piece for SBF, 
the cornball “Sea Pictures,” in 
which a weepy Joanna Berman 
threw herself off a cliff, but not 
soon enough. 

We must assume that was an 
anomaly, and that Wheeldon’s su¬ 
perior reputation as a dancemak- 
er — he’s New York City Ballet’s 
“choreographer in residence” — is 
honestly earned. It is certainly 
earned by “Polyphonia,” set to 
piano miniatures by Gyorgy 
Ligeti, rhythmically played by 
Michael McGraw. For such a rig¬ 
orous ballet — difficult music, 
purple costumes, ensemble cast 


— “Polyphonia” proves remark¬ 
ably glamorous, at least with Yuan 
Yuan Tan and Yuri Possokhov as 
the couple in two steamy duets. 

Killing beauty 

If you’ve been reading me reg¬ 
ularly for the last decade, you 
know that I blow hot and cold 
about Possokhov. He’s strong and 
he’s beautiful (he’s also a highly 
sophisticated musical and chore¬ 
ographic talent), but I’ve never 
enjoyed him. as the “Prince,” prob¬ 
ably because he gives off too many 
intellectual and ironic vibes. It al¬ 
most seems like he’d rather kill the 
silly widget he’s dancing with than 
romance her — which is why his 
murderous professor in “The Les¬ 
son” is such a perfect fit. 

In Wheeldon’s piece, partner¬ 
ing the ineffable Tan, Possokhov 
gives a performance as powerful 
as his work in Balanchine’s “Sym¬ 
phony in Three Movements,” the 
best thing I’ve ever seen him do. I 
think the guy is just so smart he 
needs a real musical challenge, like 
Stravinsky or Ligeti. He gets it in 
the difficult counts and sensation¬ 
al geometry of Wheeldon’s pas de 
deux. With Tan submissive and 
pliant, yet also godlike and other- 
worldy, Possokhov is the master 
manipulator. 

His huge hands are all over her 
thighs, armpits, waist and butt, 
twisting her into the most flexible 
Kama Sutra-like positions. You 
find yourself sighing and gasping 
at Wheeldon’s sensual inventions, 
yet they are never vulgar or obvi¬ 
ous in the Gerry Arpino or 


Michael Smuin mode. It is subli¬ 
mated sex of the gods (or gym- 
rats), her every line ravishingly 
beautiful, his straining biceps ex¬ 
posed in a purple muscle shirt. 

The other couples in “Poly¬ 
phonia” — Diana and stalwart 
Ruben Martin; Kristin Long and 
Zachary Hench; and especially 
Lorena Feijoo and Gonzalo Garcia 
in a cheerful waltz — certainly 
“get it,” but they pale next to the 
Titanic pairing of Tan and Pos¬ 
sokhov. It’ll be interesting — no, 
mandatory — to see this work 
again with a different cast. 

The program ends with the 
triple-threat Possokhov’s Medea 
ballet, “Damned,” which looked 


very different last year with Joan¬ 
na Berman and Roman Rykine. 
She was noble and he weasely, 
which gave the piece a more 
human dimension. Muriel Maffre 
is hieratic and Pierre-Francois Vi- 
lanoba handsome but bland, not a 
bad characterization of Jason, but 
not as vibrant as Rykine’s. (I for¬ 
got last week to note that Rykine 
was another major loss, a dancer 
who was only promising when 
Tomasson imported him, but who 
departed a star.) 

Mogrelia finally got his act to¬ 
gether in the pit with the Ravel 
that cleverly accompanies 
“Damned.” Roy Bogas played the 
“Concerto for the Left Hand.” ▼

He has risked 
much over the years to secure the 
liberty of fellow artists and com¬ 
patriots. 

For the last two weeks, con- 
certgoers at the San Francisco 
Symphony have been privileged 
by his presence at Davies Hall. The 
programs were predictably satis¬ 
fying musically, and they proved 
uncommonly exciting as well. The 
repertoire was diverse and inter¬ 
esting, but the results packed an 
emotional wallop that may have 
come as a surprise to the uniniti¬ 
ated. The feeling of transcendence 
was, more likely, a foregone con¬ 
clusion to others. 

There are many amusing sto¬ 
ries about Rostropovich’s sly sense 
of humor and occasionally outra¬ 
geous antics. Perhaps that’s why 
he chose a brief and humorous 
Fanfare dedicated to him by Henri 
Dutilleux to open his first series of 
concerts, and an equally witty 
Overture by Leonard Bernstein to 
open the next. 

“Slava’s Fanfare” is over in a 
twinkling, but not before a quota¬ 
tion from Dvorak’s Cello Concer¬ 
to (a signature piece for Ros¬ 
tropovich) is gleefully quashed by 
three piccolos, positioned with 
other players in the small ensem¬ 
ble throughout the hall. Written as 
a 70th birthday salute in 1997, the 
Fanfare served as the perfect cur¬ 
tain-raiser for Prokofiev’s delight¬ 
ful Symphony No. 1, Classical. 

We never tire of the lemony 
tang of Prokofiev’s melodious 
score, but the maestro made it ap¬ 
pear freshly minted. The bowing 
of the violins in the first move¬ 
ment and the wonderfully audible 
passagework by the viola section 
brought new appreciation for the 
composer’s inspired tribute to 
Mozart and Haydn. 

v The real meat and potatoes of 
the concert was to be found in the 
much longer second half. 
Shostakovich’s remarkable Sym¬ 
phony No. 8 in C minor, Opus 65 
was misunderstood and unfairly 
criticized by Soviet authorities in 
1943, but 60 years have passed, 
and even the initial philistinism of 
the Communists has been re¬ 
versed. 

We know our Mahler now, and 
Shostakovich’s emotionally 
charged, often agonizing state¬ 
ment makes perfect sense in the 
context of modern society. On the 
eve of what may well prove to be a 
cataclysmic war, the Eighth Sym¬ 
phony is more timely than ever. 

The opening Adagio, given the 
conductor’s considerable under¬ 
standing, was almost unbearably 
moving. Another great conductor, 
Serge Koussevitzky, said, “The 
power of its human emotion sur-

passes everything else created in 
our time.” His point is arguable, 
but Rostropovich and his dedicat¬ 
ed players certainly made a con¬ 
vincing case. 

By the time we had journeyed 
to the sad and hesitantly hopeful 
conclusion, there was an air of 
moving acceptance in the hall. 
Maybe, just maybe, Shostakovich 
was right when he said, “All that is 
beautiful will triumph.” 

Panache attack 

Last week, Slava concluded his 
visit with a slam-bang 
Tchaikovsky Fifth, with gorgeous¬ 
ly refined playing by all members 
of the orchestra, and featuring 
some virtuosic solos. 

Bernstein’s “Slava! A Political 
Overture” got the evening off to a 
rollicking start. Lots of ragtime 
and Broadway panache (even a 
crib from his own Overture to 
Candide) comes together to cele¬ 
brate Rostropovich’s inaugural 
concert as leader of the National 
Symphony Orchestra in 1977 (he 
held the post for 17 seasons). 

That premiere event came at a 
difficult time in Rostropovich’s 
career, back when the world press 
was still calling him a “Soviet dis¬ 
sident.” One would never guess at 
the troubling nature of the times 
hearing this uproarious confec¬ 
tion. The conductor demanded an 
all-American program for the oc¬ 
casion (all-Bernstein, to be exact). 

Last week’s concert did not 
continue in that vein. Instead, an¬ 
other work written for Ros¬ 
tropovich by another musical 
titan, Benjamin Britten, followed, 
the Symphony for Cello and Or¬ 
chestra, Opus 68. 

With Rostropovich conducting 
rather than playing, cellist Steven 
Isserlis essayed the solo part. His 
performance was excellent, but 
could not help suffering in com¬ 
parison to memories of the mae¬ 
stro’s more dramatic approach. 

The Cello Symphony is a 
mostly dark score that doesn’t 
cheer up until the final pages, but 
it is characteristic of Britten’s bril¬ 
liant and subtle orchestrations, 
and packs a satisfying cumulative 
punch. Isserlis was by turns in¬ 
tense and introspective, earning 
Russian kisses from the conductor 
and three curtain calls. 

The Tchaikovsky Fifth proved, 
unexpectedly, to be the perfect fi¬ 
nale for Slava’s visit. With great 
suavity and concentration, he 
made the old warhorse sound as 


romantic as the Rachmaninoff of 
the piano concertos, and as pas¬ 
sionate as the Wagner of Tristan 
und Isolde. 

This is a tradition of music¬ 
making that recalls the golden 
years, before the suits took over 
classical music, when a perfor¬ 
mance of an old favorite could 
suddenly set a new standard. 
Mstislav Rostropovich is a living 
legend, indeed, and he deserves 
every bravo we can shout while he 
is still with us. T 
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A gay concerto, a festival in Baghdad 

Violinist Vadim Repin and conductor Valery Gergiev out on new CDs

D collectors don’t want the 
record companies to be in 
,/ trouble any more than dope 
addicts want their dealers busted. 
But alert collectors have to won¬ 
der at the machinations of an in¬ 
dustry that constantly cries poor 
while making baffling artistic de¬ 
cisions with seemingly clear busi¬ 
ness ramifications. Take, for ex¬ 
ample, DG’s release last year of 
two new CDs of the Tchaikovsky 
Violin Concerto, both with un¬ 
known young violinists. 

Start with the fact that this is 
hardly an under-recorded work. 
Add to that the likelihood that 
anyone who might be in the target 
market already has at least one CD 
of the concerto and more likely 
both a “classic” version and, for 
modern sound (and much more), 
Maxim Vengerov’s magnificent 
account with the Berlin Philhar¬ 
monic under Claudio Abbado, 
which leaves nothing to want. 

Deepening the mystery, DG 
seems to have seen no need to 
promote either of the two new en¬ 
trants into the fray, Leslie Garrett 
and Ilya Gringolts. This isn’t ex¬ 
actly a marketing come-hither. 

Now DG’s parent company, 
Universal Music, has issued an¬ 
other Tchaikovsky Concerto, with 
the admittedly more appealing 
combination of Vadim Repin and 
Valery Gergiev, two musicians 
who need no introduction to au¬ 



diences today. And it pairs the 
Tchaikovsky with the 1938 Niko¬ 
lai Myaskovsky Violin Concerto 
(premiered by David Oistrakh), 
which suddenly has some curren¬ 
cy since Richard Taruskin’s recent 
New York Times feature on the 
recordings of all of the forgotten 
composer’s 27 symphonies. Even 
so, the new CD is optional. 

It’s de rigueur — but inaccurate 
— to accord Repin the highest, 
unqualified praise. While there’s 
plenty to admire in his fiddling, 
it’s always seemed to me that the 
Siberian-born virtuoso has culti¬ 
vated the extremes of his tech¬ 
nique (speed, mostly) at the ex¬ 
pense of more core musical val¬ 
ues. 

Driving his splendid Kirov Or¬ 
chestra hard, Gergiev leads a hell- 
bent-for-leather performance that 
proposes a considerably more ur¬ 
gent piece of music than this con¬ 
certo, wonderful on its own, more 
orthodox terms, is. Repin re¬ 
sponds with spitfire playing that’s

viscerally exciting but does not re¬ 
ward close listening. Ill-tuned 
double-stops, uneven tonal pro¬ 
duction, unsteady high notes and 
too many out-and-out clinkers are 
the predictable results of this 
overheated reading. His style is 
better suited to the overwrought 
Myaskovsky concerto, which I 
predict will be programmed off 
most listeners’ subsequent listen¬ 
ings. 

The reason to get this CD is its 
liner note, by Andrew Huth, 
which provides a succinct history 
of the composition of the 
Tchaikovsky Concerto that, with¬ 
out mentioning the composer’s 
homosexuality, makes it amply 
clear that it was inspired by and 
created for a young man who 
saved him from the despair of his 
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failed (and very brief) marriage. 
Don’t miss it. 

Pure persuasion 

While even Gergiev has not 
been able to convince me that. 
Rimsky-Korsakov is a composer 
of the front rank, his consistently 
persuasive readings of the com¬ 
poser’s music (mostly the operas) 
have increased my appreciation of 
their genuine virtues (and made 
my fondness for them seem less 
like lazy, even guilty, pleasures). Of 
all Gergiev’s purely instrumental 
recordings with his Kirov Orches¬ 
tra, none has been such a great 
and consistent success as his ar¬ 
resting account of the composer’s 
four-movement legend, She- 
herazade, on a new CD of Russian 
Orientalia that also includes 
Borodin’s “In the Steppes of Cen¬ 
tral Asia” and an orchestral (bal¬ 
let) version of Balakariev’s famous 
piano solo “Islamey.” 



Violinist Sergei Levitin gets 
richly deserved credit for his sen¬ 
suous solo contributions to this 
musical mediation on the Arabian 
Nights stories, in which the violin 
may represent the fabled, epony¬ 
mous storyteller herself. But his 
musicianship doesn’t surpass that 
of his colleagues, who together 
hand in one of the most stunning 
pieces of orchestral playing in re¬ 
cent memory. The last of Rimsky’s 
purely orchestral works, and the 
precursor to the operas, the 1888 
Sheherazade was staged by Di- 
aghilev in his 1910 Ballets Russes 
season in Paris. Gergiev, probably 
the supreme ballet conductor of 
our time, captures its color and 
rhythms with almost overwhelm¬ 
ing acuity. 

Orchestra-playing couldn’t get 
more vivid than this without los¬

ing control, and Gergiev keeps 
things right where he likes them: 
on the edge. That doesn’t rule out 
sensitivity. The obvious love story 
of the third-movement “Young 
Prince and Princess” is almost un¬ 
bearably tender and lyrical, and 
doesn’t short the music’s overtly 
sexual strains. 

The musical coup de theatre, 
however, is the explosive final 
movement (however ironically), 
“Festival at Baghdad.” The brass 
blare, but with smart-bomb preci¬ 
sion, and the massed strings slice 
huge slabs of sound out of palpa¬ 
ble but hardly thin air. It’s ecstatic 
music that withholds nothing — 
but all in the name of the most 
overwhelming and involving 
beauty. 

The imminent Baghdad festi¬ 
val (if it’s not already going on by 
the time you read this) will surely 
be no less impressive, but a grim 
dance of death instead of the con¬ 
vulsion of life forces Gergiev un¬ 
leashes in this utterly remarkable 
recording. T

don’t know if you’re a detective 
or a pervert.” “That’s for me to 
know and you to find out.” 
Sandy Williams (Laura Dern doing 
one of her smoothest high-wire 
acts: the good girl sharing the front 
seat of a red convertible, minus a 
bra) is getting a little wet for Jeffrey 
Beaumont (Kyle MacLachlan, his 
black suit and a tiny gold earring 
giving him the off-kilter aura of 
someone who’s answered one of 
those TV ads for the Academy of 
Art) in the first act of the greatest 
film released in America during the 
Reagan Administration. 

Noir to the core, yet a com¬ 
pletely original oedipal comedy, 
David Lynch’s Blue Velvet is a B 
movie only when you’re trying to 
find it at the videostore. A work of 
true genius by one of the rare film 
artists who is able to channel his 
unconscious- without pretense, 
Blue Velvet is an art film that does¬ 
n’t thumb its nose at the main¬ 
stream, by a filmmaker who’s been 
trying to live it down (or live up to 
its promise) ever since. 

Returning from college to 
Lumberton (whose radio-station, 
WOOD, reminds listeners to get 


out their chainsaws) after a stroke 
fells his dad, Jeffrey finds a severed 
ear in a field near his parents’ 
home. Jeffrey takes the ear in a 
brown-paper bag to Lumberton’s 
chief homicide detective Williams 
(George Dickerson). 

“Coming home from the hos¬ 
pital... I found an ear.” “You did. 
A human ear?”“Yeah. I thought I 
should bring it to you.” “That’s 
right. Let’s take a look at it. Yes, 
that’s a human ear alright. Let’s 
take it down to the coroner’s of¬ 
fice and see what they make of it. 
Then I want you to show me ex¬ 
actly where you found it.” 

The scene plays like Pat O’Brien 
meets the Talking Heads: the ’50s 
are speaking directly to the ’80s, as 
if the ’60s and ’70s never hap¬ 
pened, had been snipped out of 
time like that ear detached from its 
still-living head. The result is in¬ 
tentionally if oddly hilarious; we’ll 
later be grateful for the laughs. For 
its humor alone, Blue Velvet, one of 
the Castro’s biggest ’80s hits — 
this time, don’t hold out for the 
DVD — should be seen there 
again with a large, sweaty crowd.

Stars of the Paris 
Opera Ballet

ast December, San Francisco 
Ballet’s Helgi Tomasson was 
invited to serve on the Paris 
Opera Ballet’s annual promotion 
jury. This strictly regulated com¬ 
pany, which exchanged perfor¬ 
mances with SFB a few years ago, 
advances its dancers according to 
strict guidelines, from the lowliest 
quadrille to the loftiest etoile (or 
star). Sometimes etoiles get a bat¬ 
tlefield promotion when they have 
given a spectacular performance, 
but usually the grind through the 
ranks is slow and not inevitable. 

Nils Tavernier (son of filmmak¬ 
er Bertrand) has produced a supe¬ 
rior documentary based on these 
rigid ballet rankings. Etoiles: Dancers 
of the Paris Opera Ballet was shot in 
three months in 1999 and released 
in 2000. It plays at Landmark’s 
Opera Plaza Cinema in San Fran¬ 
cisco for one week only, February 
21-27. If you were smitten when 
POB performed La Bayadere and Le 
Parc at the War Memorial (and if 
you weren’t, you need an EKG), or 
even if you have only a glancing in¬ 
terest in ballet, I urge you to see this 
poetic 99-minute movie. 

For one thing, unlike those 
dreary ballet documentaries one 
sees on PBS, the interviews are not 
softball questions followed by 
barely literate answers. Tavernier 
is interested in the spirituality, 
passion, jealousy and ambition in¬ 
herent in this art form. He asks 
hard questions, and he gets aston¬ 
ishingly candid answers. The very 
young quadrilles and sujets are 
heartbreakingly beautiful in their 
desire to succeed, and their ac¬ 
knowledgment of what a difficult 
road they’ve chosen. 

One experienced male dancer 
comments on the irony of finally 
learning what it all means, just as 



his physical talents begin to wane. 
A retired dancer says cruelly about 
the POB school, one of the world’s 
oldest and greatest, “The system is 
a machine that crushes the weak.” 

Two choreographers — Mau¬ 
rice Bejart and Jiri Kylian —- also 
offer commentary on the school 
and the company. But the movie is 
not only talking heads. At least 
half of it is filmed dance, classes, 
rehearsal or actual performances. 
There is enough footage to whet 
our appetites for Bejart’s 
Beethovens Ninth Symphony, per¬ 
formed in the round. (Remember 
when his company was a regular 
visitor to UC Berkeley’s Cal Per¬ 
formances, with works based on 
Mahler and Stockhausen?) 

We also witness the retirement of 
etoile Elisabeth Patel after 24 years in 
the POB; enjoy watching the com¬ 
pany’s tough female bosses —- 
Claude Bessy (director of the 
school) and Brigitte Lefevre (direc¬ 
tor of the company) — at work; and 
hear from current and former etoiles 
Manuel Legris, Patrice Bart, Aurelie 
Dupont and Ghislaine Thesmar. 
The loneliness, beauty, sacrifice, ded¬ 
ication, competition and fulfillment 
of a career in dance at this level is 
gracefully articulated in Etoiles. ▼ 



Nancy Drew to his Frank Hardy, so 
they can spy on a mysterious 
chanteuse, Dorothy Vallens (Is¬ 
abella Rossellini), who sings faux 
jazz at the Slo Club (a roadhouse 
dive that would be more at home 
in Hell’s Kitchen than in North 
Carolina posing as logging coun¬ 
try) and is having a dangerous af¬ 
fair with a serious madman, Frank 
Booth (Dennis Hopper). Frank, 
who cut off the ear and is holding 
its former owner and Dorothy’s 
child hostage to compel Dorothy 
to perform a bizarre ritual that 
mixes sex, torture and mayhem, is 
in Hopper’s hands a uniquely hor¬ 
rible and fully human creature, the 
embodiment of Freud’s worst 
fears, who puts all previous movie 
monsters to shame. 

It’s Lynch’s unique achievement 
to have us view Frank through Jef¬ 
frey’s eyes, as if life’s most danger¬ 
ous knowledge could be had spying 
on one’s parents. The movie’s piv¬ 
otal 22-minute sequence, climaxing 
in the beating and symbolic rape of 
Jeffrey by Frank, takes Jeffrey on a 
“joy ride” that mimics every stage 
of an adolescent’s struggle for au¬ 
tonomy and independence from 
the parental bond, in a nightmare 
tableau of sights and sounds. Lynch 
imitates Raging BulTs demented 
collage of animal noises, and puts 
them to even more fiendish use. 

Frank and Jeffrey are a study in 
contrasts: Frank is the raging Id 
(“I’ll fuck anything that moves,”) 
while Jeffrey strives to be the 
Superego: “Why are there people

like Frank? Why is there so much 
trouble in this world?” 

In Blue Velvet, homoeroticism 
ceases to be subtext and gets to 
run in a mad cesspool, along with 
the world’s oddest beer-tasting 
competition and Roy Orbison 
look-alike contest. If the film is 
Lynch’s greatest hit, it’s probably 
because its inspired lunacy is so 


perfectly focused in two brilliant¬ 
ly conceived screen characters. 
MacLachlan and Hopper should 
both receive career Oscars for ren¬ 
dering two of the greatest Ameri¬ 
can archetypes: the godd boy try¬ 
ing to outrun the bad daddy, while 
the whore and the Madonna ner¬ 
vously await the outcome. Lum¬ 
berton ’R’ Us. ▼

Sparse flowers in 
an empty hothouse 

'Suddenly Last Summer' at Berkeley Rep

WM he image that Tennessee 
Williams often conjured of 
1 New Orleans might be 
called “decaying fecundity.” In the 
case of Suddenly Last Summer, 
many a plant store has gotten pro¬ 
gram credits for helping foliate 
the sets of hundreds of produc¬ 
tions of the 1958 play. At Berkeley 
Rep, however, director Les Waters 
has taken the bold if risky step of 
placing Suddenly Last Summer in 
an environment sterile enough to 
be an operating room. 

In one way, the choice makes 
sense, because an operation — a 
lobotomy, in fact — is the dramat¬ 
ic sword hanging over the play. In 
Annie Smart’s set, the garden room 
of imperious New Orleans dowa¬ 
ger Violet Venable has become a 
vast empty hothouse holding at 
bay the oversized foliage painted 
on towering panes of glass. 

New imagining of well-worn 
plays is a good thing, but for me, 


who spent many years in New Or¬ 
leans regularly reviewing produc¬ 
tions of Suddenly Last Summer, 
Waters’ languid yet austere ap¬ 
proach runs counter to the 
essence of the play. Rather than 
creating an enhancing friction, the 
choice seems to diminish the fun¬ 
gal power of this single-act drama. 

For the American theater in the 
1950s, Suddenly Last Summer was 
a bold acknowledgment of homo¬ 
sexuality, but it was hardly a posi¬ 
tive one. Though we never see Se¬ 
bastian Venable, whose death pre¬ 
cedes and provokes the events of 
the play, we hear detailed reports of 
his arrogant use of pliant relatives 
and disposable sexual partners. 

Mrs. Venable, a dark reflection 
of Oscar Wilde’s Lady Bracknell, is 
a mother so committed to defend¬ 
ing the memory of her son Sebas¬ 
tian that she is willing to bribe a 
doctor to perform a lobotomy on 
a niece who knows the lurid reali¬ 
ty of his death. This is a tightly 
wound woman of regal bearing, 
but, in the role, Randy Danson 


suggests a blowzy woman, some¬ 
thing akin to a latter-day Joan 
Blondell on a bad-hair day. 

As Catherine, the traumatized 
niece, Michelle Duffy creates a 
character of contemporary natu¬ 
ralness and high-strung charm. 
But Joey Collins is almost comi¬ 
cally wimpy as the doctor who 
may cut away a piece of Cather¬ 
ine’s brain. Anne Darragh and T. 
Edward Webster are effective as 
the greedy relatives, precursors to 
Sister Woman and Gooper in Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof. 

As the years and decades pass, 
and with the once-shocking as¬ 
pects of Tennessee Williams’ plays 
now tame, new ways will be found 
to bring his words to life. This 
production of Suddenly Last Sum¬ 
mer makes a wrong move in the 
right direction. ▼

Wilde life 


'The Importance of Being Oscar' revived

1 n 1960, three decades after he 
, co-founded Dublin’s leg- 
1 endary Gate Theatre with his 
lifetime partner Hilton Edwards, 
Micheal mac Liammoir began 
spreading the saga of the man 
who died blazing the trail for such 
domestic unions as his. But in 
1960, it’s not surprising that mac 
Liammoir was circumspect in the 
details of Oscar Wilde’s downfall. 
But then again, The Importance of 
Being Oscar is as much about cel¬ 
ebrating the words of Wilde as it 
is about chronicling his life out¬ 
side the theater. 

The one-man show was also a 
celebration of mac Liammoir, 
whose talents as a performer were 
showcased in extended scenes 
with multiple characters from 
Wilde’s plays and other writings. 
Wilde Irish Productions and Cen¬ 
tral Works, two small Bay Area 
companies, have teamed to pre¬ 
sent a rare revival of The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Oscar built around 
Arthur Scappaticci’s ambitious

but inconsistent performance. 

In intimate confines at the 
Berkeley City Club, Scappaticci 
has his best moments in the bitter 
anguish of Wilde’s prison letter to 
his beloved Bosie, and there is also 
dramatic intensity in the actor’s 
condensed version of The Picture 


of Dorian Gray. But Scappaticci is 
considerably less effective at deliv¬ 
ering the comedy in scenes from 
An Ideal Husband and The Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest. His imper¬ 
sonation of Lady Bracknell from 
the latter is particularly thin, and, 
in these moments, the project be¬ 
gins to feel foolhardy. 

In recent years, there has been 
a spate of productions dealing 
frankly with the woes of Wilde, 
most notably Moises Kaufman’s 
Gross Indecency, so the history in 
mac Liammoir’s play is well-trod. 
Nor does one have to look far for 
invigorating productions of 
Wilde’s plays, and the excerpts 
here can feel redundant. But ulti¬ 
mately, the art and life of Oscar 
Wilde (he claimed they were one 
and the same) are epochal drama 
that can’t be undermined, even 
when its interpreter isn’t fully up 
to the task. ▼

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Ten years of orgasms 

Susie Bright's 'Best American Erotica' series hits a landmark

n 1993, Home Improvement 
was the #1 show, Clinton 
messed up on gays in the mil¬ 
itary, and Mrs. Doubtfire, after set¬ 
ting her falsies aflame, noted: “My 
first day as a woman, and I am al¬ 
ready having hot flashes.” More 
important to some was the debut 
that year of Susie Bright’s The Best 
American Erotica. This month, the 
10th anniversary edition hits 
bookstores. 

This groundbreaking series 
from Touchstone gathers gay, 
straight, transgender, lesbian, 
truck driver, housewife, and bear 
sex stories annually, under one 
cover. Some have very odd titles, 
such as, “On the Dangers of Si¬ 
multaneity, Or, Ungh, Mmmm, 
Oh-Baby-Yeah, Aaah, Oooh ... 
Uh-Oh!” Some are more basic, 
such as, “Ropeburn.” 

Many of the contributors are 
respected prize-winners for their 
other work. Michael Bronski has 
won the Lammy, Samuel R. De¬ 
laney received the Nebula, Marge 
Piercy bagged a Pushcart Prize, 
and Charles Flowers has bragged 
he was honored with “the ‘Most 
Christian Day student’ award for 
my leadership of the Missionary 
Committee.” As for vocations, 
some are sex workers for hire, 
some are waiters and cooks, 56% 
in one survey admitted to being 
teachers, and one served in the Is¬ 
raeli Defense Forces. 

That wasn’t Ms. Bright 


(www.susiebright.com). She was 
too busy writing and editing 19 
books on sexuality to carry a gun 
in Haifa, but not too busy to an¬ 
swer some questions on sex, espe¬ 
cially on whether erotica has 
changed in the last decade. 

“Yes,” she insists, “erotic lit has 
changed more since the ’80s than 
at any other time since the Beat¬ 
niks broke the dirty-word barrier. 
Gay and feminist writers started 
approaching erotica differently in 
the last 20 years, in what some 
might call a ‘postmodern’ style, 
and others might just call ‘catch¬ 
ing up to reality.’ People used to 
think of erotica as Penthouse Let¬ 
ters stories about naughty delivery 
boys or British spanking fantasies, 
or, at its best, Boyd MacDonald’s 
rough-trade confessions. 

“But,” Bright continues, “con¬ 
temporary erotic lit is very com¬ 
plex dramatically. It uses sex, ex¬ 
plicit sex, to develop the plot and 
characters from beginning to end. 
It ends up being a story about 
something else, one that uses sex 
to tell its tale.” 

Down to the mat 

AIDS, too, has had its effect on 
mattress literature. “Oh sure,” she 
notes'. “In the early days, it tended 
to be pretty didactic, quite moral¬ 
istic, about using condoms, or 
grief and loneliness. But then 
writers inevitably started being 
subversive about all the sacred 
totems of AIDS. I think one of the 
big breakthroughs was the ’zine 
Diseased Pariah News. You just

died laughing reading it, and it 
was all about dying. Sentimental¬ 
ity and morality get their asses 
kicked in the best gay erotic liter¬ 
ature. Gay writers are still writing 
about AIDS, but they tend less to 
be AIDS stories per se, and more 
about life, which, of course, in¬ 
cludes AIDS.” 

In the end, would Bright call 
her collection more cerebral than 
lusty, or vice versa? “No to both,” 
she insists. “I wouldn’t call the two 
extremes cerebral vs. lusty. There 
are stories in Best American Eroti¬ 
ca that will make some people cry 


and scare the bejeesus out of oth¬ 
ers. There’s some very romantic 
moments and other kinds of 
poignant episodes that would be 
hard to quantify cerebrally. I pick 
stories for their emotional and 
sexual impact. Well-written sex 
makes people think, and so, in 
that sense, if I get anyone off, 
that’s also my cerebral mission ac¬ 
complished.” 

Jack Fritscher, who received his 
doctorate in America Literature 
from Loyola University and went 
on to become the groundbreaking 
editor of Drummer magazine, 
contributes to the current edition 
a story entitled “Three Bears in a 
Tub.” It’s all about a rural, ex¬ 
tremely hairy young man who 
doesn’t wear any clothes. In the 
past, he had impregnated a young 
woman twice, raped her father in 
self-defense, and now has sex with 
his two grown sons, who are also 
extremely hairy. If that isn’t 
enough, this comic five-page story 
is one sentence long, quite possi¬ 
bly the longest sentence ever writ¬ 
ten. Take that, Proust. Fritscher 
admits it’s his tribute to Faulkner. 

But is it porn or erotica? “I re¬ 
ally think that’s just semantics,” 
Fritscher avows. “It just depends 
to whom you are talking. If you 
want to discuss it with a church 
group, you’ll call it erotica. If you 
want to talk to a convocation of 
lesbians and gays at a gay center, 
you call it porno or porn. I think, 
by the way, that the essence of gay 
literature and gay art probably is 
its erotic quality. To me, every¬ 


thing that we do is set apart from 
everything that’s straight by the 
fact that it is erotic.” 

Mohawk love 

Martha Miller, a Midwestern 
lesbian and author of Skin to Skin: 
Erotic Lesbian Love Stories, con¬ 
tributed “The Baby-Sitter” to this 
year’s edition. Here Cory, a young 
woman, comes home early one 
night to find her husband com¬ 
mitting oral sex on their sitter. 
Upset, she hires a 200-lb. woman 
with a Mohawk to replace her. 
This solid gal eventually teaches 
Cory’s son to play baseball and 
Cory the pleasures of female-to- 
female copulation. 

“It seems like lesbians are real¬ 
ly drawn to erotica as opposed to 
porn,” Martha shared the other 
day over the phone. To her, porn 
and erotica are two different ani¬ 
mals. “An erotic story has to be 
more than just the sex act. The sex 
act can’t be gratuitous. It’s also dif¬ 
ficult to write, because the English 
language doesn’t accommodate 
women making love to each other. 
You kind of have to invent the 
words, or coin new ones or use old 
ones in a different way.” 

To find out how she succeeds, 
or to read about the pleasures of 
having sex with a four-month 
pregnant mother, or about a bus- 
boy who’s initiated into bondage 
by a hunky hired killer, or if you 
just want to read some fine writ¬ 
ing by Dorothy Allison, The Best 
American Erotica 2003 is here to 
cum. I mean stay. ▼

Art, not war 

I can't help noticing how artful anti-war/pro-peace protesters 
have become. Without the corporate sponsorship enjoyed by of¬ 
ficial parades with giant floats, the recent marches and rallies in 
San Francisco have managed nonetheless to become dazzling spec¬ 
tacles. Ditto protests around the world. Whole families and church 
congregations are turning out with the rest of us, donning elabo¬ 
rate costumes and creating eye-popping placards and banners to 
catch the media’s attention. Everybody’s singing, dancing, playing 
instruments, and chanting with total abandon. And damn if it has¬ 
n’t worked! We got the world’s attention. Not with tanks, but with 
glitter and magic markers, we will win the revolution. 

I marched with the Faeries the first time around, and stood on 
the sidelines for last Sunday’s march, watching mesmerized as it all * 
passed by in waves of human glory. For much of the time on Sun¬ 
day, I stood on a curb near a young guy who was banging out a 
tune on a guitar, playing it over and over, which in ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances might have been annoying, but somehow he captured 
the spirit of the march and his playing energized the masses as they 
strode by; many gave him wide grins and thumbs up. Inspired by 
the moment, I whipped out my trusty pennywhistle and played 
along, the sound soaring through the skyscraper canyon. We be¬ 
came an impromptu performing sensation, me and the guitar guy, 
two street musicians for peace. 

It’s possible to believe, when you’re in the midst of a march so 
vast, so full of “ordinary” people as well as punks and freaks of all 
descriptions, that humans truly do have a conscience. We know that 
those corrupted by power, including the Bush administration, have 
abandoned conscience in favor of the will to conquer. It is plain on 
their faces, in their words and deeds, in their bluster and threats 
and determination to plunder for the rich and pillage against the 
poor. What happened to the promise of Colin Powell and Condi 
Rice as representatives of a long-oppressed people? They’ve bought 
into the warped schemes of those in power, undermining the trea¬ 
sured dream of Martin Luther King. Far from being free at last, 
they’ve joined those who would enslave the nation in fighting an 
unjust war, who would tax the poor relentlessly while giving every 
break in the world to the rich and powerful. 

Certainly it’s not all their fault. The culprit is clearly Dubya and 
his hard-line minders and minions — Karl Rove and Dick Cheney 
foremost among them—who care only about might, not right. 
They have a feel for guns, not art, and the only way they know to 
operate is by force and fearmongering, not by consensus and car¬ 
ing. Our current unelected government of the corporations, by the 
corporations, for the corporations sees art as mere window dress¬ 
ing , not as insight into the soul of humanity. Unlike the art of war, 
which crushes every canvas it touches, the art of peace is the spirit 
of openness and liberation. It’s the act of imagining a better world 
for all — something our national “leaders” can’t comprehend. 

Rather than gird our feckless President for his corporate fami¬ 
ly’s war, artists peacefully undermine his energy. Our efforts suck 
the wind out of Dubya’s jet engines. Let’s pray to the goddess (or 
whomever) that his war runs out of oil real soon. ▼

Pom-star couple retires from the business

sk them what they did for 
love, and in Genre maga¬ 
zine’s February salute to 
couples, Peter Tiefenbach and 
Gregg Soukesian will tell you. 
They gave it up. Porn, that is. You 
know the couple better as Blake 
Harper and Colton Ford, and the 
fact that they give up not merely 
their noms de porn but their ages 
(32 and 40, respectively) may 
show how serious they are in an¬ 
nouncing in the article their re¬ 
tirement from porn. It’s all be¬ 
cause of their deepening relation¬ 
ship. “I really wanted our intima¬ 
cy to be special,” Peter says. But 
don’t give up hope, fans, because 
Peter adds, “We’re not saying for¬ 
ever and ever, but for the time 
being.” 

You may console yourself with 
the following two out of the six 
movies the pair made together. It’s 
a bit misleading to say Blake and 
Colton appear together in Mus¬ 
tang’s two-part rouser Aftershock 
(MVP 67 & 68), because they 
share a dozen of porndom’s 
hottest guys in the film’s high-en¬ 
ergy finale, but not each other. 
They come face to face at the op¬ 
posite ends of two guys they’re 
fucking, but it’s not until after 
some massive guys have taken 
some massive arms of destruction 
up the wazoo and everybody has 
cum all over the friggin’ set that 
Blake and Colton finally nestle to¬ 
gether. In abrupt short order, 
Blake cums on Colton, they kiss, 
Blake sticks a finger up Colton’s 
bum and Colton spurts a yard- 
long ribbon of cum, they kiss once 
more, a charming moment, and 
the movie’s over. 

Aftershock is one of those gar¬ 
gantuan brawls where director 
Chi Chi LaRue overwhelms you 
with more men committing more 
mayhem in far less time than you 
thought possible. Once again the 
varying environments of a sex 
club are churned up, from john to 
jail to the dungeon finale. These 
scenes are as successful as previous 
patented LaRue extravaganzas, 
and are cast with the juiciest studs 
to be had (Matthew Rush is a par¬ 
ticular feast, his boyish image 
propped up with leathers and a 
stogie). But the movie also ex¬ 
hibits a familiar restlessness, scat¬ 
tering incident before us profli¬ 
gately. So it’s the slow-down 
scenes of Aftershock that got me in 
the gut. 

True, the 10 guys who rumble 


in a mechanic’s garage are a large 
group, but the action is satisfying- 
ly focused. Then there’s an im¬ 
pressive quartet featuring Colton 
and two shaved-head daddies that 
ends in a fourway chain-fuck, and 
a lengthy sling scene in which Car¬ 
los Morales and two other bot¬ 
toms receive the mighty dildos 
and Popeye-size forearm of Tom 
Chase. 

For me, though, the sensation 
of the movie was two scenes with 
newcomers Jason Land and Rob 
Romoni. Jason is handsome/pret¬ 
ty, and Rob is handsome/rough. 
And they could be brothers, with 
the similarity of their humpy 
body types, chunky cocks, and 
dirty blond hair. Even their nip¬ 
ples are matching pairs. They play 
a rough back-alley game that in¬ 
cludes kinky clothespin fun plus 
some tasty role-switching (I love 
it when a bottom takes over his 
top). In their second scene, the 
pair traumatize Nino Bacci, who 
writhes against his restraints and 
looks absolutely smashing in black 
leather chaps and cockring. 

The sin crowd 

Blake and Colton get the finale 
of MSR Video’s Prowl 3: Genuine 
Leather all to themselves. Prowl 3 
also has a sex-club setting, but has 
more of a sense of place, more 
sleazy atmosphere, perhaps due to 


moodier lighting, as well as direc¬ 
tor Tony Alizzi’s willingness to 
linger on the action. Sinuously 
ripped stud Diego Alvarez makes 
his debut here, in what starts as a 
solo (although to call it that hard¬ 
ly hints at the way Alvarez smacks 
that startling Puerto Rican club of 
his around) and builds to an in¬ 
tense orgy as Michael Brandon, 
Brad McGuire and Carlos Morales 
rijp Alvarez apart. The second 
scene presents a group work-over 
of that fascinating gay approxima¬ 
tion of the mythological biker 
dude, Steve Cannon. With the apt 
description “Sinner” tattooed over 
his rump, Cannon is the embodi¬ 
ment of surly sexuality. 

And then Blake and Colton ar¬ 
rive, for a lusty final duet that may 
shortchange fucking but offers 
some incredibly salacious rim¬ 
ming. Blake’s astounding sphinc¬ 
ter protrudes through a rim-chair 
like Pinocchio’s nose after a lie, so 
far that Colton can suckle it like a 
teat and even, in a new form of 
docking, wrap his nose in it. No 
wonder they’ve retired. With all 
that they’ve got to offer each 
other, why would they want any¬ 
one else? ▼

LA art museums

atricality might work in a major 
motion picture, or even an Edvard 
Munch painting, but in the sleek, 
tightly-focused production values 
of Viola’s video, it’s annoyingly af¬ 
fected. You’ll probably wish the 
figures in these carefully realized 
compositions, as well as the artist 
himself, would just take a pill and 
get over it. 

One notable exception is a 
flat-screen video called “Obser¬ 
vance,” in which a life-size range 
of figures queues up to look at an 


unseen horror, their faces regis¬ 
tering shock, horror and sorrow. 
One cannot help but imagine 
that they are looking at the exca¬ 
vated pit of the World Trade Cen¬ 
ter. But the figures, which seem 
like a multi-generational, multi¬ 
cultural mix of people any city- 
dweller might know, manage to 
seem like all of us, and their re¬ 
sponses somehow seem less an 
acting exercise than a complex 
expression we all might have 
when those body-bags start pil¬ 
ing up. 

Paper goods 

Not far away at Westwood’s 


Hammer Museum, fast becom¬ 
ing LA’s most exciting visual arts 
venue, with a range of adventur¬ 
ous main exhibitions and project 
spaces, an international survey of 
recent drawings provides a far 
more engaging pulse of current 
artistic activity. Mind you, Inter¬ 
national Paper, as they call it, 
isn’t nearly as lofty in its aims, 
but the show forms a convincing 
picture of the youthful pulse of 
the contemporary art world. As 
the title implies, it’s global in 
scope and focused on the ever- 
immediate medium of drawing 
on paper, and the occasional an¬ 
imation, which these days is 
rather quickly lumped in the 
same category. 

Rather than being effusive, 
most of the work here is funky 
and modest. But that doesn’t 
mean it’s understated. Former 
San Franciscan Carolyn Cas- 
tano is flamboyantly peacock- 
ish with her watercolors of 
preening birds adorned with a 
drag-queenish rainbow of actu¬ 
al faux gems. They are vulnera¬ 
ble creatures masked in an ag¬ 
gressively stylish armor, seem¬ 
ingly naturally protected 
against the slings of reality. 
Current Bay Area resident 
Shaun O’Dell is also included, 
with works that express the dif¬ 
ficult intersection of contem¬ 
porary nature and culture. 

That same mixture comes 
across dazzlingly in LA-based 
Tam Van Tran’s glittering “Bee¬ 
tle Manifesto II,” a sculptural 
drawing made of hole-punched 
paper stained with spirulina 
and chlorophyll, and held to¬ 
gether with thousands of com¬ 
mon office-staples. It’s a 
breathtaking experience, its 
emotion expressed in human 
hours of sweat, devotion, and a 
surprising play of light. There’s 
a low-key alchemy that takes 
place here that inspires true 
otherworldly wonder. And 
heaven knows we need that 
now. ▼

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are.important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells.

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRAr- 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zo,cor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives (“the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• if you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

•This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

ome of the most original 
and valuable voices in 
American literature have 


been those of its expatriates. 
Hemingway and his contempo¬ 
raries were the most prominent 
examples of the post-World War I 
generation. After World War II, 
perhaps the most famous expatri¬ 
ate was Paul Bowles (1910-99), 
who moved to Tangier with his 
wife Jane in the ’50s, and soon at¬ 
tracted a group of writers and 
artists, including prominent Beat 
authors like Jack Kerouac, Allen 
Ginsberg, William Burroughs, and 
many others. 

Though Bowles is perhaps 
best-known for hi^ 1949 novel 
The Sheltering Sky, he produced 
two others, as well as several vol¬ 
umes of short stories, travel writ-

ings, and translations. He was also 
a photographer and an accom¬ 
plished composer, producing 
music for plays and films over the 
course of an expansive and excep¬ 
tional career. Bowles’ complicated 
co-existence with Jane (both were 
homosexual) and the colorful life 
of his Tangier crowd have been 
chronicled in numerous books 
and biographies. The Tangier cir¬ 
cle was also depicted memorably 
in the 1991 film Naked Lunch, 
based on the Burroughs novel of 
the same name. 

Bowles is now given the recog¬ 
nition he deserves with the recent 
publication of two volumes of his 
work by the Library of America. 
For over 20 years, the Library of 
America has been publishing the 
works of America’s greatest writ¬ 
ers in a series that now numbers 
over 130 volumes. It includes the 
works of Walt Whitman, Willa 
Cather, Tennessee Williams, and 
Gertrude Stein, among others. 


The series is designed to preserve 
America’s literary heritage in 
handsome, durable volumes, and 
its editors have done well to in¬ 
clude, in addition to the more 
recognizable names, those writers 
who have often been marginal¬ 
ized or overlooked. The two vol¬ 
umes of Bowles’ work will help 
ensure that his novels and stories 
reach a wider audience for years 
to come. 

Moroccan weather 

In the first volume, editor 
David Halpern has assembled the 
three novels The Sheltering Sky, 
Let It Come Down and The Spi¬ 
der’s House, along with a detailed 
chronology of Bowles’ life and ca¬ 
reer, textual notes, and a helpful 
glossary that covers Moroccan 
terms no doubt unfamiliar to 
most American readers. Morocco 
is such a powerful presence in 
Bowles’ novels that one almost 
feels the need to brush the sand

from their pages. He evokes the 
landscape and its people vividly, 
but these are deeply felt, almost 
mysterious explorations of 
human politics, sexuality and ex¬ 
istence. 

In the second volume, Halpern 
has brought together short stories 
from such collections as The Del¬ 
icate Prey and Other Stories, A

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Rockefeller Foundation in record¬ 
ing samples of Moroccan music. 

Those interested in the life and 
work of Bowles will also want to 
read the new study by Greg 
Mullins, Colonial Affairs: Bowles, 
Burroughs and Chester Write Tang¬ 
ier. The book examines the work 
of Bowles, Burroughs, and the 
lesser-known novelist Alfred 
Chester. Both Burroughs and 
Chester spent time in Tangier with 
Bowles, and their lives and work 
were indelibly marked by Moroc¬ 
co. This slim volume (which in¬ 
cludes several photos) is a helpful 
examination of the three writers’ 
work. It also touches upon the 
work of the rhany European, 
American and native Moroccan 
writers who moved through Tang¬ 
ier during the Bowles era there. 
With the arrival of these three 
books, Bowles fans have some¬ 
thing to celebrate. T

Hundred Camels in the Courtyard 
and Midnight Mass, as well as un¬ 
collected stories and some of 
Bowles’ nonfiction writings. 
Bowles is a masterful storyteller, 
and his tales seem to carry a fun¬ 
damentally dark, comic vision of 
humanity. In “A Distant Episode,” 
a professor of linguistics who is 
doing fieldwork in Morocco meets 
with a particularly cruel fate. 
“Pages from Cold Point” explores 
the disturbing dynamic of a father 
and the young son who is sexual¬ 
ly attracted to him. Bowles’ non¬ 
fiction work is represented by such 
essays as “The Rif, to Music, in 
which Bowles combines his fasci¬ 
nation with Moroccan culture 
with his love of music. In particu¬ 
lar, it describes his work for the

victimize. As Farr himself is closed 
in on by the blackmailers, he must 
decide whether to expose them 
and ruin his career and his mar¬ 
riage in the process, or continue to 
pay extortion “for a kind of secu¬ 
rity” that he knows will keep the 
whole rotten system going. 

Breakdown place 

Dirk Bogarde’s portrayal of the 
increasingly beleaguered barrister 
is not only a knockout perfor¬ 
mance in itself, but represented a 
major shift for the actor, who took 
the role after it was turned down 
by most of Britain’s major stars as 
too controversial. Bogarde is a re¬ 
strained, sometimes remote, but 
enormously commanding actor, 
and when he breaks down, as he 
does a couple of times in Victim, 
the effect is bracing. With con¬ 
summate skill he limns the dilem¬ 
ma of a principled man whose 
world may collapse because of 
what might seem, in another time 
and place, a simple indiscretion. 
Sylvia Syms provides solid sup¬ 
port as the equally stressed wife. 

Victim also presents a gallery of 
memorable minor characters. One 
of them, aging hairdresser Henry 
(Charles Lloyd Pack), has a bril¬ 
liant scene in which he movingly 
describes his terror of going back 
to prison for his lifestyle: “I’ve 
made up my mind to be more ‘sen¬ 
sible,’ as the prison doctor used to 
say. I don’t care how lonely, but 
sensible.” Typical of the film’s un¬ 
flinching portrayal of uncertain 
lives in which violence can occur at 
any moment, Henry is brutalized 
shortly thereafter by another mem¬ 
orable character, the blackmailer, a 
creepy, sexy, smirking teddy-boy in 
black goggles and black leather. 
Another sign of the film’s progres¬ 
siveness are its hints that the hunky 


teddy-boy is queer himself. 

It’s a tribute to scriptwriters 
Janet Green and John Mc¬ 
Cormick, director Basil Dearden, 
and an exceptionally good cast 
that the film (reputedly the first in 
Britain to use the word “homo¬ 
sexual”) retains much of its punch 
today, despite the disappearance 
of “homosexual blackmail,” and 
the reform of antigay laws that 
followed in Britain a few years 
later. 

The quality of Home Vision’s 
digital transfer of Victim (from 
the legendary Janus library) can’t 
be faulted; it captures equally well 
the bleak wintry whites and vel¬ 
vety blacks of the cinematography. 
Extras include an informative in¬ 
sert essay by David Thomson, and 
the remarkable theatrical trailer in 
which even the “omniscient trail¬ 
er voice” can’t quite say “the 
word”: “They are all victims ... 
victims of.. .what?” Even better is 
a half-hour BBC interview with 
Bogarde shot soon after Victim. 
It’s both amusing and revealing, as 
the interviewer tries but fails to 
impress on the bemused Bogarde 
how problematic his choice of 
Victim might have been: “You 
must feel very strongly on this 
subject to risk losing possibly a 
large part of your following by ap¬ 
pearing in such a bitterly contro¬ 
versial part.” Of course, the inter¬ 
view may have known what most 
people didn’t at the time, that 
Bogarde was in fact gay himself. 
Ironically, unlike his character, 
Bogarde was never forthcoming 
about his private life (with his 
longtime companion Tony For- 
wood, once the husband of actress 
Glynis Johns). His role in Victim 
showed bravery enough for 1961, 
and must have been as much as he 
could do at the time. T 


Extorting queers 

'/Veaf little thriller' ' Victim' is out on DVD 


about a ring of blackmailers ex¬ 
torting money from closeted 
queers. 

Victim is on one level a classic 
“liberal problem picture,” at¬ 
tempting to use cinema to explore 
a pressing issue of the day. But un¬ 
like most such films, this one is so 
intricately plotted and well-acted 
that the topical elements never 
overtake the drama. This is no 
small accomplishment, given the 
film’s clear polemical objective of 
calling attention to the injustice of 
jailing gay men simply for being 
gay. 

In the opening scene, a hand¬ 
some, nervous-looking young 
man looks down from a steel gird¬ 
er high above the ground to see a 
police car arriving. He flees in des¬ 
peration. A series of encounters 
follows between this character, 
Jack Barrett (Peter McEnery), and 
a variety of equally nervous other 
men, some older, some younger, 
but all seemingly tortured by 
some secret the film keeps barely, 
tantalizingly out of the viewer’s 
reach. 

Eventually it all comes clear. It 
seems that Barrett (lovingly called 
“Boy Barrett” in the queer under¬ 
ground) has embezzled money 
from his company to pay black¬ 
mailers who know he’s gay, and 
the company has put the police on 
him. But typical of the film’s alter¬ 
nating visions of cruelty and self- 
sacrifice, prole Barrett is protect¬ 
ing a much bigger target, wealthy 
barrister Melville Farr (Bogarde), 
with whom he was in love. Farr 
mistakenly interprets Barrett’s 
desperate phone calls as blackmail 
attempts, inadvertently triggering 
the young man’s suicide in a jail 
cell. 

The remainder of the film is a 
labyrinthine exploration of a par¬ 
ticular corner of London’s crimi¬ 
nal underground: unknown 
blackmailers and the gay men they

, asil Dearden’s excellent 
' thriller Victim was released 
% W in 1961, during roughly the 
same time as the ascension of 
Britain’s “angry young men,” play¬ 
wrights like John Osborne ( Look 
Back in Anger ) who rejected 
cliches of fussy, stuffy Britannia in 
favor of a more edgy, neorealist- 
inflected, working-class image. 
Victim, with its location shooting, 


noirish lighting, and doomed 
characters, has more than a little 
of the “angry young men” feel. 

But there’s another kind of 
young man in the pop-culture 
mindset: the “sad young man,” the 
inward-turning, marginalized, 
hunted and haunted homosexual 
of the pre-Stonewall era, as dis¬ 
cussed by Richard Dyer and oth¬ 
ers. Victim beautifully dovetails 
these tropes in what star Dirk 
Bogarde too humbly called a 
“modest, tight, neat little thriller”
